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WHERE BLAINEIS FAVORED 


STRONGLY SUPPORTED BY PENN- 
SYLVANIA REPUBLICANS. 
DELEGATES TO THE NATIONAL CONVENTION 

AT CHICAGO INSTRUCTED TO SUPPORT 
HIM BY EVERY MEANS IN THEIR POWER, 
PHILADELPHIA, March 25.—Special dis- 
patches tothe Times show that the boom for 
Blaine is apparently gaining strength constantly 
in the State. The Eleventh Congressional Dis- 
trict, comprising Luzerne and Lackawanna 
Counties, to-day instructed its delegates 
to use all honorable means to secure Blaine’s 
nomination. A dispatch from Media says that 
Senator Cooper, Chairman of the Republican 
State Committee, advocates the nomination of 
Blaine, whose election he urges in a double- 
leaded editorial in to-morrow’s American, Cooper 
says Blaine can best succeed, and will typify in 
his brilliant talents and record the doctrine of 


rotection; that he can carry New-York, and 

hat no Republican there would raise his voice 
against him. The voice of Conkling is strong in 
ordinary contests, but would be weak if 
prompted to the folly of questioning Blaine’s 
success in a State like New-York, wedded by 
every interest to the cause of protection, whic 
Blaine would signally represent. 

A dispatch from Huntingdonsays: “There is 
astrong undercurrent of excitement among 
leading Republicans of this Congressional dis- 
trict with reference to the conference for 
the election of delegates to the National Con- 
vention. While the Republicans of all the 
counties are largely in favor of Blaine’s 
nomination and have instructed their 
delegates and confrerees to support him, it is said 
the conferrees, or a majority of them from, at 
least three counties are not disposed to obey the 
spirit of their instructions and will endeavor to 
send delegates who are more against Blaine than 
for him. A resolution will be offered in the con- 
ference by a conferree from this county that no 
person shall be elected a delegate to the Chicago 
Convention who will not pledge that he will sup- 

ort Blaine by every means within his power, 

th in the convention and out of it. 


ScrANTON, Penn., March 25.—The Repub- 
licans of the Lackawanna portion of the Twelfth 
Congressional District held a popular convention 
here to-day for the purpose of electing one na- 
tional delegate from this county to the Chicago 
Convention. Col. H. M. Boies was chosen on the 
first ballot, with Major A.J. Ackerly as alternate. 
A series ot resolutions was offered by F.. E. Loomis 
commending the prudent and patriotic course of 
President Arthur, declaring in favor of popular 
conventions and aguinst bossism, assertiing that 
the doctrine of A eg is the cardinal princi- 
ple of the Republican Party, and that the over- 
whelming sentiment of this section is in tavor of 
the election of James. G. Blaine fer President. 
The meeting adjourned with three hearty cheers 
for Blaine. The Republicans of the Seveuth and 
Eighth Legislative and Twentieth Senatorial Dis- 
tricts also held conventions and adopted Blaine 
resolutions. A. A. Briyden, of the Seventh, Julius 
G. Bone, of Dunmore, from the Eighth, and C. E. 
Lathrope, of Carbondale, from the Twentieth 
District, were the delezates chosen. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., March 25.—The 
Republicans held their Legislative District Con- 
ventions to-day, and Blaine delegates were 
chosen to the State Convention in every district. 
Dr. G. W. Weaver was the delegate elected from 
this city. Resolutions were adopted instructing 
the delegates to support Blaine, and in some of 
the districts Blaine, and Lincoln for second choice. 
The sentiment in each district was strong for the 
Maine statesman, and his supporters are very 
—. in consequence, The Republicans of 

he county are now for Blaine, with Edmunds as 

second choice. The Third Legislative District 
passed a resolution, ** Blaine first choice, but any 
good man will suit,and will receive our sup- 
port.” 

A SATISFACTORY AGREEMENT. 
RIVAL REPUBLICANS OF THE TWENTIETH 
DISTRICT COME TO TERMS, 

ALBANY, N. Y., March 25.—A.truce has 
been patched up between rival Republicans in 
the Twentieth District, and unless its terms are 
broken the Hon. John H. Starin will be a.dele- 
gate to Chicago. Senator Arkell was the medi- 
ator, and through his influence a fair un- 
derstanding was to-day reached between Messrs. 
Starin and West. At his suggestion the 
two gentlemen met him at the Capitol, 
and the afternoon was devoted to the 
unloading of mutual grievances. Mr. West 
Was accompanied by D. 8. Potter, and Mr, 
Starin by ex-Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion Neil Giimour. The Stalwart proclivities of 
the district being represented by the two latter 
gentiemen,it was fully understood that Mr. Starin 
was favorable to Mr. Arthur, and would 
lend him his support if he became a 
delegate. Mr. West, on the other hand, 
Was recognized § as the personification 
of the Blaine sentiment of the district. lt was 
finally agreed that there should be no opposition 
to Mr. Starin’s election. The other delegate will 
be picked from the half-breed forces and will be 
some friend of Mr. West, perhaps a Schenectady 
man. This arrangement is satisfactory to both 
sid«s, and no instructions will be issued to the 
delegation which will be elected at Schenectady 
on April 16.

VIRGINIA REPUBLICANS. 
RIcHMOND, Va., March 25.—The Secre- 
tary of the straight-out Republican State Com- 
mittee is sending out circulars giving informa- 
tion in relation to the convention to be held here 
by that party on April 30 to sclect delegates to 
the Chicago Convention. The delegates to be 
chosen by the Virginia anti-Mahone Republicans 
will pledge themselves to support the Repub- 
lican nominations made at Chicago.

REPUBLICAN CONVENTION PLANS. 
THE CHICAGO COMMITTEE OF ARRANGE- 
MENTS DOUBTFUL AS TO THEIR POWERS. 


Cuicaao, March 25.—The local committee 
of citizens appointed to take charge of the pre- 
paratory arrangements for the Republican Na- 
tional Convention seem'to be very much in doubt 
as to what their powers and functions are. They 
held a meeting to-day, and decided that about all 
they were employed to do was to raise funds and 
turn them over to the Treasurerof the Nation- 
al Sub-committee. Ex-Congressman Farwell 
expressed the feeling that the local committee 
was to have no hand in printing and dis- 
tributing tickets to the convention, and, in- 
deed, had little to do but to skirmish for 


money. Secretary Martin, of the National Com- 
mittee, and also a member of the sub-committee, 
reminded the meeting that it had been promised 
at Washington that the citizens of Chicago would 
hire and fitup the building, provide for the 
police force and guards, and for the printing of 
tickets and publishing the convention's proceed- 
ings. He said that in 1880 there were complaints 
that the hall was too large, but he thought the 
majority of the National Committee would 
favor a seating capacity this year of from 
8,000 to 10,000. Mr. Martin excited some surprise 
by stating that he had received no notice of the 
sub-committee’s meeting last Saturday, and was 
here to-day by accident. The meeting finally 
appointed a committee to confer with the music 
festival managers and the local Democratic 
committee on the subject of arrangements in the 
building. It was evident in the meeting that the 
Logan men are bent upon having accommoda- 
tions for a big crowd, while the opponents of 
Senator Logan desire to limit the seating capac- 
ity of the convention hall to a little over 7,000.

CINCINNATI CITY CAMPAIGN. 

CINCINNATI, March 25.—The Demotratic 
City Convention to-day nominated a ticket that 
had been made up in advance by John R. Mc- 
Lean and his Payne followers. That wing of the 
party has obtained complete control in Cincin- 
nati, and since the defeat of Pendleton has not 
been opposed. The delegates sent to tc-day’s 
convention were, as a rule, from the lowest 


class of ward rowdies. There was no 
committee appointed on platform. An in- 
quity as to the cause of the omis- 
sion elicited the following explanation 
from an office-holder who was prominent in the 
day’s proceedings: “ There are two reasons for 
it. First, the committee would not know how to 
treat the tariff question, and secend, they would 
not know how to treat the Scott liquor 
law. These are questions the party is not 
exactly settled upon, and we thought the 
best thing we could do would not 
to adopt any resolutions, but just run 
on the party’s reputation.” It is the belief of 
Republicans to-night that they can carry the 
city at the coming election. Should there bea 
full vote the Republican ticket will almost cer- 
tainly be elected; but in the event of defeat 
from any cause this Spring, it will not be con- 
strued by the Republican leaders as any indica- 
tion that they will not be able to carry the city 
at the all-important election in October.

The large starch-works on Stony Creek, 
in Danville, [ll., burst into flames at 1 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. The building and the ma- 
chinery were valued at $200,000, and are a total 
loss. The fire was undoubtedly the work of an 
incendiary. The starch factory had been idle 
several months, but repeated threats had been 
made to burn it on account of the nuisance it 
imposed on people living in the neighborhood 
and along the banks of Stony Creek below. 


Davis & Rollins’s machine shop, in 
Nashua, N. H., occupied by George A. Rollins, 
manufacturer of engines; KR. W. Porter, manu- 
facturer of bobbins and shuttles, and John Kich, 
manufacturer of files, was damaged by fire early 
yesterday morning to the extent of $25,000. Over 
50 men are thrown out of employment. 


The mercantile establishment of F. E. 
Warren & Co., in Cheyenne, Wyoming, was de- 
stroyed by fire yesterday morning. ‘The total 
loss is estimated at about $150,000; insurance, 
$90,000. The Inter-Ocean Hotel narrowly escaped 
destruction. The origin of the tire is unknown. 


John Sigel’s tobacco warehouses, near 
Bird-in-Hand, in Lancaster County, Penn., was 
burned on Monday night, with the contents, con- 
sisting of 500 cases of tobacco. Loss, $30,000; in- 
surance, $28,000. 

A fire in the village of Hannibal, N. Y., 
yormrsee. destroyed a clothing store owned by 

V. Sitterly and a tenement-house owned by W. 
J. Brewster. The loss is $5,000; insured. 

W. B. Ward’s planing and saw mill, at 
Richfield Springs, N. Y., was burned yesterday 
afternoon.

HER IDENTITY NOT KNOWN. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 25.—The identity 
of the young woman who attempted suicide by 
taking laudanum on Chestnut-street last night 
is still unknown. She is still in the Jefferson 
College Hospital; and this morning declared 
that her name was Lisa Mortier, and later in 
the day she said it was Marie Boutiet. In 
one of the pockets of her dress was found three 
gilt-edged visiting-cards, with the inscription, 
‘Marie Louisa Jutta,” and her attendants be- 
lieve that to be her name. Last night she told 
one of the physicians that all the names she 
had given were fictitious, and that the cards 
bore the name of a friend in New-York. She 
said: ** I have been in America three months, and 
lam tired of life and want todie. I have no 
friends that I can appeal to. I was robbed by 
one whom I believed to be my friend, and he 
has left me forever. I lost $3,000, all IL 
got. It was stolen from my stateroom. No one 
will ever know my real name. There is no use in 
making me well,” she said to one of the physi- 
cians, ** as I will kill myself as soon asI have an 
opportunity. 1 do not want to live now,” she 
added hopelessly, “and it is best that I should 
die.” She said that she had purchased the poison 
in New-York.

KEELY NOT YET READY. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 25.—The Directors 
of the Keely Motor Company, who emerged this 
evening from Secretary Schuellermann’s office, 
after a full meeting of the board, were a very 
hopeful-looking body of men. “The vibratory 
engine is finished,” they said; “the work of ad- 
justing and focalizing is progressing rapidly, 
and Mr. Keely has fixed the date forthe actual 
exhibition of the motor on or before April 
10.” Mr. Keely’s message was communicated 
verbally to the officers and through them to the 
Directors. Keely himself was not present at the 
meeting. **I am too busy to come,” he explained 
to Treasurer Green, *“*and I am now so near done 
with my work that I don’t want to appear before 
the Directors again until I appear to exhibit to 
them our final triumph.” After Mr. Keely’s 
announcement had been made to the Directors, 
Mr. Green read a brief statement from the in- 
ventor relative to recent rumors that he was 
delaying the completion of the motor in order to 
apply his mysterious power to other mediums in 
the interest of other parties. Mr. Keely denied 
these statements emphatically.

THE EGYPTIAN REBELLION 


ANOTHER BATTLE WITH THE 
ARABS EXPECTED TO-DAY. 
GEN. GRAHAM PREPARING TO MEET OSMAN 
DIGNA AGAIN—GEN, GORDON IN A PER- 

ILOUS POSITION, 

Svuakin, March 25.—The camp of Osman 
Digna is 25 miles from Suakin and 13 beyond the 
advance post of the British. Gen. Graham has 
determined to attack the rebel leader on Thurs- 
day, and will afterward push on to Sinkat with 
one brigade if this course is practicable. 

Lonpbon, March 25.—Gen. Graham has 
ordered the concentration of the British forces 
at Handouk and Otad prior to marching out to 
give Osman Digna battle near Tamanieb. Osman 
has 4,000 combatants. All the leading sheiks 
continue their adherence to him. The report of 
the scouts that Osman had fied is discredited. 
Gen. Graham’s messenger who was sent to ask 


the sheiks to come to the British camp re- 
turned with a reply from Osman that the sword 
was the only medium of communication between 
himself and the English. The Cabinet council 
to-day decided to give Gen. Graham discretion to 
march to Berber if necessary to keep the route 
clear. 

Signor Cumizi, the English political agent at 
Berber, has received news from Khartoum, dated 
March 16, to the effect that Gen. Gordon had re- 
apne an attack upon the camp at Omdurman. 

e@ was surrounded by rebels, and intended to 
force his way at the head of the troops along the 
bank of the Nile to Shendy. He proposed to be- 
gin the advance on March 18. 

In the House of Commons, to-day, Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill moved that the Government 
submit any further news it might have regard- 
ing operations in the Soudan and concerning the 
position of Gen. Gordon. {n the speech with 
which he accompanied this motion Lord 
Churchill pronounced the mission of Gen. Gor- 
don a failure, and said if the Cabinet's 
apathy should cause the death of Gen. Gor- 
don, the Cabinet could not remain in 
office a single day. Lord Edmund Fitz Maurice, 
Under Foreign Secretary, stated that Gen. Gra- 
ham’s object was to disperse the rebels in the 
vicinity of Suakin. When these were .dispersed 
there would be no difficulty in opening the road 
to Berber through the aid of the sheiks. After 
further discussion Lord Churchill withdrew his 
motion. 


BERLIN, March 25.—The semi-official Ger- 
man papers are urging the Turks to occupy Sua- 
kin and other places on the Red Sea. This course 
would, in their opinion, prevent further and 
more distressing complications in regard to the 
Egyptian question. 


EVENTS IN THE GERMAN EMPIRE. 

BERLIN, March 25.—A police edict has 
been published warning the people against eat- 
ing raw pork. It points out that perfect cooking 
destroys trichine. 

Mr. Sargent, in proposing the toast to Emperor 
William last evening, at the dinner given on the 
occasion of the opening of the American Ex- 
change, said: ‘Emperor William is entitled to 
the veneration of ail foreigners who live around 
him. He will continue immortal in history. He 
is already admired by mankind, irrespective of 
territorial boundaries.” 

Emperor William on his birthday received Herr 
von Levetzow, the President of the Reichstag, 
and in a conversation with him expressed great 
displeasure at the fate of the anti-Socialist law. 
He recalled the attempts which had peen made 
on his own life, and said the object of the law 
was to insure quiet, the means of securing which 
were at present defective. 

The opposition of the Centre to the Anti- 
Socialist law is becoming less positive. Owing 
to the opinion expressed by the Emperor Wil- 
liam, Dr. Windthorst is now in favor of the bill. 
Meanwhile no immediate concessions to the 
Vatican are expected.

ATTACKING THE COMMONS. 

LONDON, March 26.—The inaugural ban- 
quet of the City Conservative Club was given 
last night. Many Conservative members of the 
House of Commons and other prominent Con- 
servatives were present. Viscount Cranbrook, in 
a speech, said that since the late Government 


had been driven from office there had been no 
peace. The present Government had incurred 
much blood-guiltiness. The House of Lords 
would not shrink from ae the Franchise 
bill and appealing to the people from the 
discredited and decaying Commons. Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill said that the House of Lords 
was the political sheet-anchor of the nation. 
The House of Commons was in its last gasp. The 
nation was impatient toend theagony. What- 
ever the Government touched was spoiled. It 
was due to the Tories alone that Ire- 
land was still a part of the kingdom, 
that the highway to India was. sstill 
in British hands, and that the House of Commons 
was undefiled by obscene atheism. In conclu- 
sion, he declared that the liberty of England 
was endangered by grinding and tyrannical 
demagogy. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

DUBLIN, March 25.—Patrick Keily, who 
bas been engaged in organizing a convention of 
the National League in Waterford, has been ar- 
rested for delivering an intimidating speech. 

A police patrol arrested last night at Killarney 
a party of men marching in military array. 

Paris, March 25.—The Gaulois says: 
“The London explosions were plotted in Puris 
atacafé in the Avenue d’Eylau. The dynamite 
wag sent from France, while the clock-work came 
from abroad.” 

A duel was fought to-day between M. Aréne, 
member of the Chamber of Deputies, and M. 


Julet, a journalist. The former was slightly 
wounded. 

_A meeting of the adherents of Prince Jerome 
Napoleon (Pion Plon) was held last night under 
the Prince’s sanction. M. Pascal, a member of 
the Chamber of Deputies, made the important 
speech of the occasion, and entered into an 
elaborate explanation of Prince Napoleon's 
method for the revision of the Constitution. He 
said, in substance: “When Prince Jerome an- 
nounced that his ambition was to become an 
emancipator, calumny brought the accusation 
against him that this was a mere afterthought. 
lsut Prince Jerome’s ardent, desire is that the 
power of expressing the national will shall be 
transferred to the people’s voice. He himself 
said in a recent speech: * Everything must now 
yield to the necessity of letting the people speak. 
They alone are our masters and they alone have 
the right to choose.’ Prince Jerome will never 
sanction a resort to violent measures in order to 
secure power. He relies on the chances of his 
name. His adherents are confident that if the 
people's will is consuited the result will be very 
different from the half-Orleanist formula whicu 
the congress of 1875 produced.” 

M. Patenotre, the new French Minister to 
China, wili leave Marseilles for Pekin next week. 
No active peace negotiations will be opened un- 
tilafter he arrives at his post. He is instructed 
to claim an indemnity, the amount of which is 
reported to be 160,000,000f., ($32,000,900.) 


BERNE, March 25.—The Anarchists re- 
cently expelled from Switzerland by order of 
the Federal Council were Kennel, a Prussian 
iron-worker; Schutz, a Bavarian printer; Falk, a 
German tailor—all three of whom resided at 
Berne—and Lissa, a Bohemian, who lived at Fr- 
bourg. They bad all been in communication 
with the Vienna murderers, Stellmacher. and 
Kammerer. 


Lonvon, March 25.—Advices from Suma- 
tra indicate that the situation of the crew of the 
wrecked British steamer Nisero is precarious. 
The Cabinet is considering steps to effect their 
rescue. 

Miss Van Zandt, the American prima donna, 
who has long been a favorite in Paris, has signed 
an engagement with Manager Mayer to sing in 
the Opera Comique in London. 

Mr. John Bright, in addressing the friends of 
the Library Association, spoke in high praise of 
the love of reading. He said that Milton had 
been his first favorite, and, after Milton, Whittier. 
He admired especially the poems of the latter 
entitled ** Snow-bound” and ** Eternal Goodness.”

A MIDNIGHT SCENE IN A BOARDING-HOUSE 
AMID BULLETS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., March 25.—Amelia 
D. Raconska, who calls herself a Hungarian 
Countess, and who gained some notoriety about 
a year ago when she was forcibly ejected from 
the Hotel Lafayette, has got herself into more 
difficulty, and now rests under a charge of as- 
sault with intent to kill. After her expulsion 
from the hotel she brought three suits against 
the manager, L. U. Maltby. She charged Mr. 
Maltby with insulting her in a manner that in 
law constituted an assault. She also charged 


him with malicious slander, and she sued him for 
alleged illegal ejection from the hotel. These suits 
are still pending. Mme. Raconska is about 35 
years old, tall, slender, of highly nervous tem- 

rament, and is said to be quarrelsome and vio- 
ent in her fits of passion. She says she has been 
an opera singer. Since she left the Hotel Lafay- 
ette she has been giving music lessons. A few 
weeks ago she took rooms with Mrs. Harriet 
Hall, No. 256 South Tenth-street, and it was there 
that her latest trouble occurred. It was testified 
betore Magistrate McClintock, before whom 
Mme. Raconska was arraigned this morning, 
that she had been in the habit of burning 
gas in her room all night. Mrs. Hall protested in 
vain. Her nephew, Welford Coad, 18 years old, 
told Mrs. Hall that he would see that Mme. Ra- 
¢conska’s gas was put out ata reasonable hour, 
and forsome time he has been inthe habit of 
knocking on her door toward midnight and or- 
dering the gas extinguished. This angered the 
lodger, and some violent altercations took place.

A WIFE-MURDERER ARRESTED. 


NOTORIOUS CHARLIE BUTLER 
JAIL. 

CoLtumBus, Ohio, March 25.—The arrest 
of the notorious Charlie Butier, who murdered 
his wife near Columbia, Ind., a few months 
since, and who broke jail and escaped with two 
other prisoners, has created a profound sensation 
in Central Ohio, where his deeds are well known. 
Young Butler has resided in Columbus a num- 
ber of years, but during the last six, when not 
engaged in beating his wife and turning his par- 
ent out of doors, he has been in jail. He wasa 
terror to the police, and, although small in 
size, there was scarcely an officer on the 
force that cared to attempt his arrest single- 
handed. A week before the murder he was re- 
leased from jail and directly went to Indiane, 
his wife having, from fear, leit him and returned 
to her parents’ home. He sought her and in the 
presence of her family deliberately shot her 
dead. He was under the influence of liquor 
at the time. Some years ago Butler was 
adjudged insane and placed in an asylum, 
but no sooner was he out than he 
again threatened the life of his wife and parents. 
Dr. Butler, his father, has always insisted that 
his son was insane,and depositions were being 
taken in this city to establish that fact when he 
escaped from jail. It is pretty well established 
that young Butler was in Columbus last Thurs- 
day night for the purpose of getting $500 from 
his father, who is wealthy. The money could 
not be obtained at that time, but was provided a 
day or two later, Butler in the meantime having 
gone among friends near Hilliard Station. 

Yesterday Butler and his) companions left 
West Jefferson ina carriage, fully armed with 
revolvers and whisky. The party got intoa 
drunken fight at a country saloon, and the 
crowd separated. Butler, under the intiuence 
of liquor, hired another conveyance and drove 
to Hilliard Station, where he boldly walked into 
a store to get a bill changed and was ar- 
rested. Butler had $200 in his possession but 
no weapons. He stated that his companions 
had stolen three revolvers and $300 from him 
a the afternoon. 

The Indiana Sheriff went to Hilliard Station 
to-day and brought the prisoner here to-night 
for safe-keeping, and will take him back to In- 
diana to-morrow. The companions of Butler 
were counterfeiters, and it is believed passed the 
money at Columbia for the purpose of being 
locked up with Butler to aid him in escaping.

NARROW ESCAPE FROM DEATH.

SOPHOMORE COWLES, OF YALE, CONGRATU- 
LATED BY HIS FRIENDS, 

NEw-HAVEN, March 25.—In his room at 
Yale College, Alfred Cowles, Jr., a Sophomore 
from Chicago, and member of the university 
crew which is to row against Harvard at New- 
London next June, was the recipient this after- 
noon and evening of much congratulation from 
his fellow-students, because of his almost miracu- 
lous escape from death. The members of the 


crew, after morning recitation to-day, donned 
their thin rowing costumes at the gymnasium on 
the college grounds and started on a run 
through the centre of the city to their 
boat-house on Mill River, about a _ mile 
distant. At the western extremity of the Chapel- 
street bridgc, beside which is the boat-house, the 
track of the Consolidated Road crosses the street. 
When Cowles, who had allowed himself to fall 
somewhat behind the others in the dash from 
the gymnasium, arrived in sight of this crossing 
he was running a very rapid gait in order to 
catch up with the others. He found, however, 
thatatrain of freight cars, which was being 
switched over the crossing, separated him from 
his friends, The cars were being dtiven forward 
so fast by the switching engine that he thought he 
would reach the track at about the time the loco- 
motive had passed. But the increased momentum 
that he acquired going down the incline to the 
track brought him within a few feet of the en- 
gine before he realized that it had not yet passed. 
He tried to stop himself. In the attempt his feet 
slid from under him and struck the forward 
wheel of the tender, and his whole body was 
thrown violently under the guard and close to 
the track. The engine was not across the street 
before he rose, and, to the surprise of a dozen 
spectators, proved that he was not seriously hurt.

GENERALTELEGRAPHNEWS 
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COMPLICATIONS IN INDIANA. 
A COMPLIMENTARY RESOLUTION WHICH 
CAUSED MUCH TROUBLE, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 25.—An ugly 
complication has broken out in Wayne County 
over the candidacy of Col. Dudley for Governor. 
Mr. W. T. Noble, Clerk of the County, is a candi- 
date for Auditor of the State. Before he entered 
upon his canvass he had a personal interview 
with Col. Dudley, who assured him that under 
no circumstances would he become a can- 
didate for Governor, and urged him 
to go ahead with his canvass. He 


did so, and onthe day when the Wayne County 
Convention met, had made good headway. In 
that convention Gen. Tom Sennett offered the 
resolution calling upon Col. Dudley to head the 
Republican State ticket, demanding him to do 
s0 inthe warmest and most imperative terms. 
It is said that in introducing the resolution the 
General said it wasa mere matter of form. 
Everybody knew Col. Dudley would not bea 
candidate, and that he (Bennett) had a 
letter in his pocket from Dudley say- 
ing that under no circumstances would 
he allow the use of his name. But Bennett urged 
that the Republicans of his own county owed 
the indorsement to Dudley, and with this under- 
standing, as it is claimed, the resolution passed 
unanimously. Of course it reached Col. Dudley 
as an authoritative expression of the Republicans 
of Wayne County, in view of facts as they ex- 
isted, and so in his letter he announced that he 
could not longer decline to say that if nominated 
he would accept. 

This reply, and the ready response from various 
parts of the State, aroused the friends of Noble, 
whose candidacy, of course, would be badly in- 
jured were Dudley to be a candidate. Bad feel- 
ing has been steadily pewsee, and finally it has 
become public through a remarkable publication 
in the Richmond Falladium, the Republican 

aper, owned by Isaac J. Jenkinson and W. Dud- 

ey Foulke, both leading men, the former 

an old editor and politician and the latter 
State Senator. Mr. Jenkinson is under- 
stood to be a relative of Noble’s, while 
Mr. Foulke is a warm friend of Col. Dudley. 
Last evening Mr. Jenkinson, who is the editor, 
published an editorial, in which he rehearsed the 
tacts us above given, and saying of Mr. Noble’s 
work in canvassing for the Auditorship: 
* While thus employed, suddenly, and without a 
note of warning or a word of apology for his 
duplicity, Dudiey announces himself a can- 
didate for Governor. This reduced those 
Republicans who had pledged their sup- 
port to Noble tothe alternative of abandoning 
their pledges and their consistency or remain- 
ing faithful to both and opposing Dudley 
Some chose the one and some the other alterna- 
tive, and thus dissension has been produced. 
These undisputed facts point too plainly to the 
source of the discord among us to require more 
particularity in naming it. There are, however, 
other matters of importance bearing upon the 
subject, especially a full history of the passage of 
the Dudley resolutions at the late County Con- 
vention, which must be given to explain the 
whole situation.” 

On another age of the same paper there is “‘a 

rotest” signed by W. Dudley Foulke,in which 

esays: ** Mr. Isaac Jenkinson stated to me on 
several occasions that he intended to make an at- 
tack upon Col. Dudley in the Palladium. I in- 
formed him that so long as I remained a member 
of the firm I could not permit a paper of which I 
was one of the proprietors to contain arti- 
cles against a man who had always been 
my warm personal, as well as political, friend, 
and whom the Republican Convention of Wayne 
County had unanimously called upon to become 
a candidate for Governor. AsI could not per- 
suade him to refrain from such attack, I served 
upon him last Saturday a notice of dissolution of 
the copartnership of Jenkinson & Foulke.” 

Mr. Foulkesays Mr. Jenkinson declined to enter 
into any arrangement to dissolve, while Mr. Jenk- 
inson follows with a note, in which he says that he 
told Foulke that, so far as supporting Noble was 
to oppose Dudley, he should oppose Dudley, and 
declined to go into the private business affairs 
of the yercnses >. Thus the matter stands. It 
has caused the widest comment here to-day, and 
the dissension is greatly deplored. It is regarded 
here as making the nomination of Col. eed 
still more questionable than before. That it will 
end Mr. Noble’s chances, and that Mr. Jenkin- 
son, who is a candidate for delegate to Chicago, 
will scarcely succeed now, are two points gen- 
erally conceded. 


THE CROPS IN THE SOUTH. 
DISCOURAGING REPORTS FROM ALABAMA 
AND MISSISSIPPI. 


MosiLez, March 25.—The agricultual situ- 
ation in Alabama and Mississippi is not encourag- 
ing, and, should the weather continue as at 
present, the crops will be very much set back. 
The Winter has been unusually severe and the 
cold weather protracted at least three weeks be- 
yond the ordinary time, and now there has been 
rain after rain with not enough sunshine be- 
tween to permit of the ground being worked. All 
over the States in question the condition of 
things is the same, and it is reported the farmers 
have done so far little or nothing. There is less 
cotton left in the country nowthan at any time 


since 1872,and consequently the opinion that 
cotton will materially rise in price during the 
next 60 days brings no cheerfulness to the 
planter. One of them says pertinently that this 
is always the case: there is never a rise 
until the speculators have got the cotton out 
of the planter’s hands. Low prices. realized 
upon a short crop have placed the planters in 
a bad position. They owe about as much, if not 
a little more, to their merchants than usual, and 
their corn has been comparatively a failure; in 
addition, the January frost destroyed the oat 
crop, and, to crown all, there is very little money 
at hand and liberal advances cannot be had ex- 
cept in a few instances. This urgent demand for 
money, coming upon the losses sustained by the 
farmers, has a stringent effect upon city financial 
poco’. and it is commonly yon ye that the 

usiness season is exceptionally dull here and in 
all cities and towns in this section. This is par- 
ticularly the case in Mobile, where January and 
February frosts have extinguished the expected 
profits from truck farming. 

Under all these cireumstances—the only favor- 
able one being that there is more meat in the coun- 
try than at any time since 1865--there is no reason 
to expectany great increase of cotton acreage this 
year, and the 17,000,000 acres to be planted will 
not recieve as high cultivation as was given last 
year, for the planters cannot afford it. Fair 
weather in May and June will do mueh to im- 
prove the condition of matters, but this is a pos- 
sibility only—an exception to the weather of most 
years. The present crop is 10 per cent. short in 
Alabama and 5 per cent. short in Mississippi, and 
the average shortness in the rest of the country 
will make 5,800,000 bales.

THE MARYLAND PILGRIMS. 
CELEBRATING THE ANNIVERSARY OF THEIR 
LANDING IN 1638. 

BALTIMORE, Md., March 25.—There was a 
great celebration at Carroll Hall to-night in 
honor of the two hundred and fiftieth anniver- 
sary ot the landing of the Maryland pilgrims at 
St. Mary's, March 25, 1633. Archbishop Gibbons 
was present, with many of the leading citizens of 
the town. There were addresses by the Rev. Dr. 
E. A. McGurk, of Loyola College; Gen. Bradley 
T. Johnson, and Chief-Judge George William 
Brown. The most interesting feature of the oc- 
casion were the letters read from prominent men 
in other cities. Among the writers were Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, John G. Whittier, Judge Albion 
Tourgée, 2x-Gov. John Lee Carroll, Charles A. 
Dana, George W. Childs, and Benjamin F. Butler, 
Butler says in his letter: 


““No character in our colonial history has, in my 
metre ee more attracted my admiration than that 
of Lord Baltimore, as I understand his action. With 
far-reaching sagucity, and outgrowing the general 
intelligence of his time upon such topics, he was 
broad-minded enough to establish for the first time in 
America a colony accompanied by absolute religious 
tolerance; vor was his the tolerance of skepticism 
which treated all Christian creeds with irreverence and 
carelessness. Quite the contrary. He had a well- 

rounded Christian faith of his own. But, unlike 

uritun, Episcupalian, or Lutheran, he was willing 
that others should enjoy/theirs unmolested, and { have 
believed that the interference of England with perfect 
religious toieration in Maryland had much todo with 
ps at part which Muryland took in our Rey- 
olution.” 


Mr. Childs writes: 


“Calvert and his companions should be as widely re- 
nowned at least as the New-Engiand Pilgrims, for 
their Maryland colony was freer than Massachusetts 
Bay.

TELEGRAPH AND RAILWAY RIGHTS 
THE BALTIMORE AND OHIO TELEGRAPH 
SEEKING ENTRANCE INTO MASSACHUSETTS. | 
Boston, March 25.—A significant premo- 
nition of the entrance of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Telegraph Company into New-England was given 
to-day in a hearing before a committee of the Mas- 
sacbusetts Legislature upon an order to author- 
ize telegraph companies, under proper restric- 
tions, to erect structures upon railroad locations 
throughout the State. The Baltimore and Ohio 


telegraph was represented, in behalf of the order, 
by essrs, Parker C. Chandler and Benjamin 
imball as counsel; the Western Union was rep- 
resented by George S. Hale, and all the railroad 
companies in the State appeared by counsel as 
remonstrants. Mr. Chandler made an elaborate 
argument setting forth the power of the State to 
extend the right of eminent domain in behalf of 
telegraph companies, and charac’erized the con- 
tracts by which the Western Union claims an ex- 
clusive right upon railway locations asillegal, 
being in contravention of the United States stat- 
utes relating to telegraph occupation of the 
t roads, and opposed to public policy because 
in restraint of trade. The bill presented pro- 
vides that a telegraph company, upon filing a 
bond to secure damages, may enter upon railway 
rights of way and construct in such manner as 
may be approved by the Railroad Commis- 
sioners. he dama are to be assessed 
later by the Railroad Commissioners, from whose 
decisions, parties in interest may claim an ap- 
peal to a jury. Mr. Kimball introduced testi- 
mony of expert telerraph Superintendents and 
constructors, showing that it is possible to con- 
struct from four to six pole lines upon a railway 
without obstructing the operations of either the 
railroads or the telegraphs. Further, that 
the cost of construction and maintenance of 
railway lines is very much less than that of 
highway lines, and that the public service is more 
effic ient and less subject to delays and 
interruptions when lines are constructed 
upon railways. In response to a request 
from Mr. Kimball that the _ railroad 
companies should be required to produce their 
contracts with the Western Union, strenuous ob- 
jections were made by the counsel of the remon- 
strants, who declined to produce them, and pend- 
ing the decision of this question the committee 
adjourned. The committee requested that at 
the adjourned hearing the general officers of 
the Baltimore and Ohio should appear, and it is 
understood that Mr. D. H. Bates, President of 
the company, will be invited to testify. The 
statement was made that the Baltimore and Ohio 
Telegraph Company intend to begin the immeé- 
diate construction of a first-class line into New- 
England, and that their material is now waiting 
shipment.

A TORNADO IN TENNESSEE. 
DESTRUCTION OF PROPERTY IN NASHVILLE 
AND ITS VICINITY. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 25.—At 7:30 
o’clock this morning rain began falling heavily, 
accompanied by severe lightning and heavy 
thunder, and continued uninterruptedly for three 
hours. Hail-stones varying from the size of peas 
to an inch in diameter fell for two minutes, 
fairly whitening the ground. Great destruction 
was wrought in the city and county, the damage 
aggregating many thousand dollars. A tornado 
passed nearly directly over the National Ceme- 
tery, six miles from Nashville,and had an aver- 
age width of about three-quarters of a mile. 
The storm centre struck Dr. Williams’s 


residence, and barns in the  neighbor- 
hood were lifted from their foundations 
and scattered in every direction, horses, mules, 
and sheep being killed. Hundreds of trees were 
twisted from their roots and sent many feet dis- 
tant. Numerous fences and telegraph poles were 
blown down, being hurled through the air like 
straws. A self-binding machine was carried from 
one field into another, and ajwagon was lifted and 
dashed against a wall and broken. A large loss of 
stock is reported. The track at Harding’s Station, 
on the North-western Railroad, was inundated, 
causing a deluy of trains. In the city hundreds 
of panes of glass were broken. Along Lick 
Branch rock walls were washed away like drift- 
wood, and nearly every out-house was blown 
over or washed from its foundation. People liv- 
ing on Line-street had their houses tlooded. The

WORK OF THE RAPID TRANSIT 
COMMISSION NULLIFIED. 

THE BILL REDUCING THE FEES OF NEW: 

YORK PILOTS PASSED BY BOTH 
BRANCHES OF THE LEGISLATURE. 


ALBANY, March 25.—The General Surface 
Railroad bill was the special order in the Senate 
again this morning, but, as the third reading 
of bills takes precedence over special orders, the 
surface bill was not reached till nearly 1 P. M. 
The horse railroad companies were well 
represented on the floor of the Senate 
in the persons of Deacon Richardson, 
“Crosstown” Carey, and others, while Jacoh 
Sharp walked up and down the lobby outside. 
Senator Baker, of Monroe, took charge of the 
bill in Committee of the Whole. The first amend- 
ment was to section 3, and was designed to define 
the words “* local authorities,” whose consent, ac- 
cording to the amended constitution, must be ob- 
tained before any surface road can be built, 
After considerable discussion the following 
amendment was agreed upon: 

“The term ‘local authorities’ in this act shall be cons 
strued to mean, in cities, the Common Council, subject 
to the power now possessed by the Maree to veto ordi- 
nances, and, in villages, the Board of Trustees. 

Mr. Newbold next insisted very strongly that 
there should be an amendment compelling the 
local authorities to put all railroad franchises up 
at auction as a condition of giving their consent. 
Mr. Thomas supported it, but it was voted down, 
Several minor amendments of no importance 
were adopted without opposition, and Mr. Baker 
then offered an amendment to section 16. As the 
section was reported from the standing com- 
mittee it provided that no surface railroads 
should be constructed “ hereafter” (i. e., after the 
passage of this act) under the authority of any 
commission appointed in pursuance of the Rapid 
Transit act of 1875, but that all future surface 
roads shall be built under the provisions of this 
bill. It also provided that nothing in this act 
should affect anything hereafter done under 
the act of 1875. Mr. Baker’s amendment 
struck out the word “ hereafter,” and also the 
clause in the section forbidding interferetice, 
with what has already been done by the Rapid 
Transit Commission, thus nullifying, so tar as 
surface railways are concerned, all proceedings 


heretofore taken by the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion appointed by Mayor Edson and now in ses- 
sion in New-York. Judge Low and Mr. 
Thomas fought earnestly against this amend- 
ment, as being an improper exercise of 
power on the part of the Legislature 
and an unjustifiable interference with 
existing rights. They doubted the power of the 
Legislature to do it, and said that it would be an 
unbecoming thing to doif they had the power. 
But the amendment was adopted in the commit- 
tee by alarge majority on a count. After the 
committee rose Mr. Thomas moved to strike out 
this amendment and called for the yeas and nays 
on his motion. It was lost—yeas ll, nays 21 
The victory over the Rapid Transit Commission 
was complete, and the bill as amended was or- 
dered to a third reading. 

The Assembly bill reducing the fees of Sandy 
Hook pilots 25 per cent. came up on its final pas- 
sage, when Mr. Jacobs moved an amendment 
making the reduction 20 per cent. instead of 25. 
He said that the steam-ship companies had been 
here pushing this bill in the lobby all Winter, and 
he supposed they had so far accomplished their 
purpose that the pilots would now stand a poor 
show. He should content himself by simply ask- 
ing for a vote on his amendment. ; 

Mr. Daly opposed the amendment, and said 
that the wisdom and equity of this bill had been 
conclusively proved before the Committee on 
Commerce. New-York was losing her commerce 
in consequence of exorbitant port charges, and 
this measure was demanded in the interest of the 

0rt. 

; Mr. Campbell advocated the amendment, and 
said that Mr. Daly ought to stand by the pilots, 
who by their skill safely landed him in this coun~ 
try trom down-trodden Ireland. Instead of 
championing the cause of British steam-ship 
companies he ought to stand by the poor hard 
working men. 

Mr. Duly, in reply, said he would almost be ia- 
clined to welcome shipwreck on the shores of 
Long Island rather than be compelied to discuss 
} this question with the Senator from the Sixth. 

Mr. Otis advocated the bill as it came from the 
Assembly. He suid he represented more sea- 
faring men than any other Senator, and 
he supported the Dil! in their interest 
j and not in the interest of foreign steam. 
| ship companies. Mr. Fassett, Chairman of 
} the Commerce Committe, and Mr. Eliswortb 
advocated the bill. Mr. Daggett said it was ab- 
surd to pretend that; the commerce of the port 
of New-York was sullfering from pilot charges. 

The truth was that the pilot fees at New-York 

Harbor were lower than at almost any otner 

American port. Twenty-five per cent. was a 

pretty large slice to take off of any man’s in- 

come, and he did not think it was just. He 
favored a reduction of 20 per cent. 
Mr. Jacobs’s amendment was lost—vyeas 11, nays 

21. The bill was then passed by a vote of 20-to 9. 

Mr. Cullen’s bill transferring the letting of 
contracts for street-cleaning from Mr. Coleman 
! to the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund gave 
rise to another long discussion on its third read- 
ing. Mr. Daly strenuously opposed the change, 
and it was as strenuously advocated by Mr. Cul- 
} len, who said that it would save $375,000 to. the 
| city. Mr. Daly’s motion to strike out the enact- 
| ing clause from the bill was lost—yeas 6, nays 
17—and the bill passed—yeas 17, nays 14—where- 
upon Mr. Cullen, who had begged hard for votes, 
exclaimed, “I thank you, gentlemen, one and 
all.” 
} Senator Thomas, from the Railroad Commit- 
| tee, reported favorably the Arcade Railroad bili. 
The Assembly devoted itself at the morning 
session to-day to grinding off the bills which were 
on the order of third reading. Upward of a score, 
) nearly all of which were of minor importance, 
| were thus disposed of. ‘One of these was 
i the annual appropriation of $30,000 for the 
improvement of the Hudson, a measure in which 
the river interests are involved, and which was 
pressed through by Col. Tremper, of Ulster. It

A WITNESS IN THE HANDS OF MR. 
EVARTS AND MR. CONELING. 
MR. VAN SANTVOORD TELLING HOW THE 

WILL WAS DRAWN UP AND DESCRIBING 


MR. HOYT’S. CHARACTERISTICS, 

Right lawyers sat in a row behind a 
fong table before the tribunal of Surrogate 
Rollins most of the day yesterday, in continua- 
tion of the proceedings begun by Miss Mary 
Irene Hoyt to open the probate of the will of 
her father, Jesse Hoyt. Each of the eicht hada 
section of a law library, a valise of papers, a 
silken hat, an overcoat, and an inkstand on the 
table before him, and each of the eight took 
voluminous notes with the utmost profundity, 
Ex-Senator Roscoe Conkling and ex-Secretary 
of State William M. Evarts towered above the 
other six, and upon them the eyes of a multi- 
tude of other lawyers who thronged the 
court-room from the benchto the doors were 
fixed. The ex-Secretary, who represented the 
Executors, was supported by United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Root and Joseph Kunzman, while 
the ex-Senator’s colleagues were ex-Judge Shjp- 
man, John Ordronaux,and Aaron Kahn. Miss 
Hoyt, a lady of middle age, with a pleasant face, 
and attired in black, occupied a seat directly be- 
hind her counsel. Ske was accompanied by her 
mother and another lady, and they all listened to 
the testimony with the utmost interest. Mr. 
Evarts was mild and benevolent behind his gold- 
rimmed glasses, and Mr. Conkling was in a face- 
tious mood, and made sarcastic remarks in an 
undertone, at which even the sedate ex-Secre- 
tary condescended to smile. 

Cornelius Van Santvoord, the lawyer who 
drew up Mr. Hoyt’s will, and who, in spite of a 
well-developed chest, has a very weak voice, re- 
turned to the stand and continued his testimony 
in feeble tones, while the ex-Senator continually 
exhorted him to raise his voice. Mr. Van Sant- 
voord said that on the Tuesday and Wednesday 
before Monday, June 26, when Mr. Hoytexecuted 
his will, he had conferences with him about the 
matter. On Friday the witness called on Mr. 
Hoyt and read the memoranda of the will to 
him. They postponed signing the will] until Mr. 
Weber stould arrive. The next morning Mr. 
Weber came into Mr. Van Santvoord’s office, and 
he told him that Mr. Hoyt wished tosee him, and 
they conferred together about the will. Mr. 
Van Santvoord left Mr. Weber at his office and 
went up to see Mr. Hoyt. He informed him that 
Mr. Weber was in town, and Mr. Hoyt made an 
appointment for them to call together that after- 
noon. Mr. Van Santvoord was detained, how- 
ever. and did not get there until after Mr. Weber 
had goneaway. Mr. Hoyt said that he had talked 
matters over with Weber, and that Weber had 
gone to the Windsor Hotel. Mr. Van Santvoord 
asked if be should call with Weber the next 
morning. but Mr. Hoyt said that Mrs. Hoyt ob- 
jected to having business done on Sunday. The 
witness then went to the Windsor, and found Mr. 
Weber engaged in drawing up an article grant- 
ing some land for a park. “That paper,” said 
the witness, ** I hold in my hand.” 

* Was that paper ever before Mr. Hoyt?” asked 
Mr. Conkling. 

“JT don’t know,” 
“but I do know 
Weber—” 

“One moment,” interrupted Mr. Conkling. 
“Just dam yourself up for the presentif you 
plehse.” 

The Surrogate declined to receive the paper in 
evidence, and Mr. Van Santvoord continued that 
while he was at the Windsor Hotel that after- 
noon he received a note from Mr. Hoyt asking 
him to call on Sunday morning with Mr. Weber. 
The note, which was written in lead pencil, was 
offered in evidence. It was written in very illegi- 
ble characters, and several! letters and sentences 
were repeated. It is as follows: 

DEAR MR. VAN SANTVOORD: I feel like fully com- 
pleting, if possible—to-morrow the sigsignature, toa sig- 
nature. So arrange —— again for a meeting anywhere, 
hotel, perhaps, as Mr. Weber may have to leave for | 
bome at any moment, andl am desirous to have com- 
pleted arrangements by myself Monday morning. 

JESSE HOYT. 

There was a Jong discussion over the letter and 
Mr. Evarts and Mr. Conkling each suggested a 
different reading of the obsure words. Mr. Conk- 
ling said that he desired to be very particular 
about the letter for reasons that will appear 
hereafter. Mr. Van Santvoord said that before 
leaving the hotel he made arrangements with 
Mr. Weber that the latter should come to his 
house the next morning and the two should call 
on Mr. Hoyt together. Early Sunday morning 
Mr. Van Santvoord received another note from 
Mr. Hoyt, by a messenger, which read: 

lexpect you to call at3 P.M. this afternoon with 
Mr. Weber at my house. J. H. 

That afternoon hecalled upon Mr. Hoyt with 
Mr. Weber, and he prepared a draft which stands 
No. 7 in the will, just preceding the draft drawn 
ap by Weber the day before at the Windsor. On 
Monday Mr. Van Santvoord called again upon 
Mr. Hoyt and read the will to him from begin- 
ning to end, making an insertion of two or three 
words in one of the clausesas he read. Mr. Hoyt 
asked him to read it in a lower tone as his voice 
disturbed him. When he had concluded the 
reading, Mr. Hoyt said: ““Now I am ready to 
execute it.” W.’ H. Smith and Abram Van 
Santvoord, the witness’s son, were called in as 
witnesses. Jackson arranged an atlas so that 
Mr. Hoyt could conveniently sign it without 
rising. Mr. Hoyt affixed his signature at the 
end of the will and on each half sheet. Then he 
declared it to be his last wili and testament, and 
asked the witnesses to sign. By Mr. Hoyt’s 
directions, the will was then placedin an enve- 
lope and given to Jackson, who was intrusted to 
place itinasafe deposit vault. Mr. Hoyt told 
the witness that Samuel N. and Alfred M. Hoyt 
were to be his Executors. 

After a recess for luncheon Mr. Root ques- 
tioned Mr. Van Santvoord regarding some of 
Mr. Hoyt's business transactions, and the wit- 
ness gave an interesting estimate of Mr. Hoyt's 
character. “* He was,” he said,” aman of quick 
apprehension, far-sighted, very firm, and of 
strong decision and character. One characteris- 
tic was his constructive ability in organizing in- 
dustries—hotels, ship-yards, coomneyt a compa- 
nies, and trades and manufactures of all descrip- 
tions. His mind was controlling. It was so 
when he was in business with his father, and in 
all the firms he was connected with he was the 
leading member. He was easily abashed—” 

** Wherein he differs from his Executor’s coun- 
sel,” murmured Mr. Conkling softly to himself. 

**His manner was quiet,” proceeded the wit- 
ness. “I never in all my business with him wit- 
nessed an outbreak of temper on his part, but 
though he was undemonstrative there was al- 
Ways an undercurrent of strong feeling in his 
nature.” 

Mr. Santvoord said thatthe last time he called 
upon Mr. Hoyt previous to June 20, when he 
went toconfer about drawing up the will, was 
in the latter part of March, he thought. He no- 
ticed then that he was thinner and paler than he 
had ever seen him before and had a peculiar sick 
fook about the eyes. Mr. Hoyt was always a 
thin, lithe man—active, but not very muscular. 
On Tuesday, the 20th of June, when he called 
about the will, Mr. Hoyt’s apprehension and 
intellect were clear and his purpose firm. 
Throughout all the latter visits he evinced a 
characteristic which he had often noticed in 
consultations with him. That was that he gave 
him only so much information as was necessary 
for the purpose in hand. He was cheerful and 
lively. The witness detected no change in Mr. 
Hoyt’s mental condition on Wednesday. On 
Friday he seemed to be laboring under some 
mental excitement, but on Sunday he had re- 
puters his usual composure, and was in the same 

ealth he had been in onthe previous Tuesday 
and Wednesday. When Mr. Van Santvord called 
on Monday Mr. Hoyt was in bed. He said that 
he remained in bed instead of sitting up in his 

chair, as he usually did, because it was so 
Warm that he was more comfortable. He 
stuck his foot out from under’ the 
sheet as an illustration. His condition on 
that day to soundness of mind, memory, and 
understanding was good. Mr. Van Santvoord 
read the wil] to him, and he playfully remarked 
that if he didn’t lower his voice he’d send for 
Abram Van Santvoord to read it in his place. 
The witness observed no difference in Mr. Hoyt’s 
mental condition during the four days in which 
they conferred about the will, except that on 
Saturday he was nervous and irritable.

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NEW PROCESS OF BLEACHING. 


——_—_—__—_—— 
INVENTION BY CHARLES TOPPAN WHICH 
WILL PROVE OF GREAT VALUE. 

Boston, March 25.—A large number of 
scientific men and representatives of mills at- 
tended a lecture by Professor Richie, of Harvard 
College, before the Essex Institute at Salem last 
night, on the new process of bleaching, invented 
by Charles Toppan, of Newburyport. The ex- 
periments made were very successful. The proc- 
ess usually occupies about ten days, but to-night 
flax fibre boiled in paraffine soap and water for 


27 minutes came out perfectly white. Another 
lot required a few minutes more, and the claim 
is made that one day on the average is all that is 


required for any kind of material. Chlorine now 
destroys the texture of fabrics and lessens the 
weight by 25 per cent. Toppan’s process 
strengthens the fibre and lessens the weight by 
only 5 per cent., while in dyed goods the colors 
become stronger and a finer finish is given,. But 
the most remarkable outcome of the invention is 
that the stalks of the cotton or corn plants or 
anything havinga fibrous growth are of more 
value than the fibre. The cotton stalk thus treat- 
ed yields a softer, nicer, and, in various re- 
spects, better material for the webs of com- 
merce than does the cotton boll. Even the 
rootof thecotton plant can now be used for 
threads and cloths. The annual conflagration of 
the world’s cotton areafor getting rid of last 
year’s stalks and stumps is now to be stopped. 
American flax-fields are to vield a harvest. Now 
an acre produces $% worth of seed, and in all 
some $15,000,000 worth is gathered and sold. By 
utilizing the flax hay,as wellas the flax-seed, 
$100 per acre can be obtained. 

The flax stalks, subjected to three or four 
hours’ treatment by the new method, can be 
shaken clear of all unavailable matter, and the 
white flax of finer and more even filaments than 
are now possible can be atonceobtainea. Within 
four hours from the cutting of the stalks a 
fibre can be obtained ready for the factory. A 
number of New-York and Boston capitalists 
have taken the matter in hand and purchased a 
large mill in Canton, near here, where business 
under the patents already secured will be 
started within a few weeks. Agents have been 
sent tothe West to buy up beforethe annual 
Spring farmings begin all the flax prodyct ob- 
tainable. This material will be treated at or 
near the place ofpurchase. The preparation on 
fiax fibre and the bleaching of textiles, as well 
as various experimental lines of manufacture, 
wil] be comprised 1n the business. 

The fibre of the cocoa-nut husk and that of the 
pine tree needles has been successfully dealt 
with, and while these may not be spun and 
woven into cloths, they may be wrought into 
pulp for paper or applied in the many ways in 
which a clean, pliable fibrous substance is called 
for. Bromelia and ramie, two of the finest and 
best fibres, now bleached with great difficulty, 
may speedily become staple articles of commerce 
when treated by the new process. Toppan in- 
vented vaseline, and has also brought out a per- 
fectly insulated telegraph wire and an antiseptic 
fluid now used here with great success by sur- 
geons. 


A TRAGEDY IN ST, LOUIS.

AN ENRAGED HUSBAND SHOOTS HIS WIFE 
AND THEN KILLS HIMSELF. 

Sr. Lovurs, Mo., March 25.—This morning 
George A. Riley, having steadied his nerves by 
copious libations, entered the yard in front of 
No. 2,204 Morgan-street, walked around to the 
kitchen, and opening the door, smiled lovingly 
on his wife, who was at work there. Still smiling 
he remarked, ** Mamie, I guess I'll go up stairs 
and lie down a while.” She faced him as he en- 
tered but made no answer. His purpose was to 
get achance to shoot her in the back, and he 
had two freshly loaded revolvers in his pocket 
at the time to make the slaughter certain. When 
she looked him in the eye, therefore, he was 
driven to the subterfuge of pretending to have 
an innocent mission, and he withdrew to wait for 
a better opportunity to get her ata disadvan- 
tage. Presently he returned from the front 
room and walked out through the kitchen door 
again into the paved yard at the side of the 
house. Mrs. Riley said nothing to him and evi- 
dently suspected nothing. In the kitchen with 
her was a colored woman named Josephine 
Davis, who for years has done the laundry work 
for the family. Mrs. Riley was talking cheer- 
fully to the laundress, and had just approacheda 
towel which hung alongside the kitchen door to 
wipe her hands, when the door again opened and 
Riley entered. He moved as though to pass on 
into the front room, but noting that his wife had 
her back toward him, and was talking to the col- 
ored woman, he suddenly turned and drew a re- 
volver from his pocket. As he did so, without a 
word, and before either of the women could 
comprehend the danger, be fired two shots, 
holding the weapon so close to his wife 
that he could not fail to wound. The victim 
shrieked as she felt the builets tear their way 
through her body, and turning dashed past her 
husband into the back yard screaming as she 
ran. He followed and overtook her before she 
had gone 10 yards, firing three more shots while 
traversing that space. Two of these three 
struck her and she sank to the ground, her 
screams ceasing. Satisfied that he had killed her 
he turned and delberately walked into the 
kitchen past the colored woman, who stood trans- 
fixed with horror. Passing through the dining- 
room into dg ny: he was lost to view, and in 
another second the sound of a sixth shot from 
that room followed by a heavy crash told that he 
had blown out his brains. 

Riley was an experienced river pilot, earning 
$175 per month. While on a late trip he received 
word that his wife was altogether too intimate 
with her family physician, and this seems to have 
maddened the man and led to the murder and 
suicide. He was 45 yearsof age, while his wife 
was but 30. She isstill alive, but very low, and 
no hopes are entertained for her recovery. The 
doctor denies having held any illicit intercourse 
with the woman, and says that he was treating 
her for neuralgia at the time her husband re- 
ceived the lying letter. 
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PROTECTING THE COAL TRADE.

L. Scott, E. B. Holden, E. M. Frisbie, 'T. M. Rich- 
ards,and W. H. Sayre, was not prepared to re- 
port yesterday. It was stated that interviews of 
a satisfactory character had been had with some 
of the railroad Presidents, but that the members 
of the committee had not been able to get to- 
gether and formulate their report. The meeting 
therefore adjourned subject to the call of the 
committee. The committee will hold 2 meeting 
on Tuesday next at the office of the New-York, 
Lake Erie and Western Railroad Company, when 
itis expected the result of their work will be 
ready for submission. Members of the associa- 
tion say that there are no differences between 
the railroads and the coal producers and dealers. 
The latter are anxious to havea more permanent 
basis established for anthracite coal rates. They 
say that they want to put astop, if possible, to 
the cutting of freight rates and prices on coal.

A LOST AMERICAN BARK. 

The American bark National Eagle, 
which was stranded last Saturday on the coast of 
Istria, in the Adriatic, is, according to advices 
received by Herman Koop &Co., her owners, 
probably a total wreck. Her crew all escaped 
uninjured. She went ashore during one of the 
strong northerly hurricanes called ‘ Boras” 
which sweep across the Adriatic at this season, 
and which are often so violent that ships at 
anchor are blown out to sea. The National 
Eagie sailed from this port with a full cargo of 
erude petroleum, on Jan. 4, bound for Flume, 
Austria, under command of Capt. Rose, with a 
crew of 16 men, and was withinafew miles of 
her destination when she was stranded and had 
to be abandoned. She was a full-rigged bark of 
1,095 tons. She was builtin Medford, Mass., in 
1856, and entirely rebuilt in this pg in 1881. The 
National Eagle was valued at $20,000, and was 
only partially insured. Her cargo, a portion of 
which it is hoped can be saved, was fully in- 
sured. 


SUITS AGAINST TRUSTEES.

IN AN OPEN BOAT AT SEA 
‘THE SOLE SURVIVOR OF A 
WRECKED BRIGANTINE. 
SEAMAN PRATT SEES HIS COMRADES DIE 
FROM EXPOSURE AND IS RESCUED WHEN 

SCARCELY ABLE TO SPEAK. 


The Pacific Mail steam-ship Acapulco, 
which arrived yesterday from Aspinwall, 
brought asa nger James Pratt, a seaman, 
who is the sole survivor of the brigantine A. G. 
Jewett, which left Philadelphia for Matanzas on 
Feb. 19. Pratt was found in an exhausted condi- 
tion in an open boat at seaon Feb. 26, and was 
rescued by the barkentine Edward Cushing, 
Capt. Bickmore, after having been in the boat 54 
hours. 

The Jewett left Philadelphia with a cargo of 
machinery and coal, under the command of Capt. 
Joseph B. Reed. Under him were Mate Clark, 
a cook, and fiveseamen. Pratt does not remem- 
ber the names of any of the lost men, with the 
exception of the Captain and the mate. Early in 
the evening of Feb. 22, when the vessel was 
south-east of Hatterasand in the Gulf Stream, 
a heavy south-easterly gale set in. The wind 
suddenly chopped around to south-west during 
the evening and caused a terrific sea. 
The brigantine labored badly and shipped 
large quantities of water. During the 


night the cargo shifted in the hold, giving the 
vessel a list to one side. At the same time it was 
discovered that a serious leak had been sprung. 
All hands went to the pumps, but they were un- 
able to make any headway against the leak. At 
4 o'clock the next morning Capt. Reed attempted 
to put the vessel on the other tack, but he was 
unable to wear the ship around, and she lay roll- 
ing violently in the trough of the sea. Huge 
waves swept over the sides so f euunesy that it 
was impossible for the men to remain at the 
pumps. At 5:30 in the morning a tremendous 
sea rolled =P from windward, and, striking the 
vessel, laid her on her beam ends, with the masts 
even with the water. 

Capt. Reed and his men succeeded in reaching 
the weather shrouds, where they clung for life. 
They were preparing to lash themselves there 
when another terrific sea was seen sweeping up 
from windward. ‘I'he vast wall of water broke 
over the vessel. She gave a frightful roll and 
then turned bottom upward. pt. Reed and 
the cook were seen struggling to get clear of the 
wreck when she capsized. As no traces of them 
were afterward found, they doubtless perished 
when the ship went over. The remainder of the 
crew were thrown into the water. They strug- 
gled toward the upturned keel of the brigantine, 
but in an instant that disappeared. Among 
the débris left behind when the Jewett sank was 
a boat which had been lashed toa spar on deck. 
The spar was still attached to the boat, which 
was half full of water. After desperate strug- 
gles, the mate and the five seamen reached the 
boat, into which they climbed. A large hole had 
been knocked in her bottom, and it was impos- 
sible to bail her out. But for the spar lashed to 
her she could not have remained afloat. 

The men had neither oars, fresh water, nor 
provisions, and they were obliged to stand up in 
the boat, the gunwales of which were but little 
above the water’s edge. Showers of spray fre- 
quently covered them, and waves occasionally 
broke over them, compelling them to cling to 
the gunwales to prevent being washed into the 
sea. The weather was bitterly cold, and the 
drenched castaways suffered terribly. The 
storm continued, and the sufferings of 
some of the men were s0 great that 
they were compelled to lie down on the seats. 
During the afternoon the mate and two of the 
seamen died from exposure. As soon as they 
were dead their bodies were thrown overboard 
in order to lighten the boat. It stormed durirg 
the entire night of Feb. 23, and the sufferings of 
the three survivors were terrible. No vessel had 
hove in sight during the day, and the men enter- 
tained little hopes of being rescued. 

During the morning of Feb. 24 the strength of 
another of the seamen gave out, and, lying down 
in the bottom of the boat, where the water 
almost covered him, he died in a few moments. 
His body was also thrown overboard by the two 
survivors. No sail hove in sight during the day, 
and the weather continued cold and stormy. 
Toward evening Pratt found that his tellow sur- 
vivor was tast becoming exhausted. At length the 
poor felloy gave up the struggle, and, lying down 
in the leaking boat was soon among the dead. 
Pratt was so weak himself that he had hardly the 
strength necessary to throw the body into the 
sea. Night set in, and he now suffered almostas 
much from thirst and hunger as he did from ex- 
posure. When daylight appeared on Feb. 25 no 
sail wasin sight. He had now passed 48 hours in 
the open boat. He felt that he was ms end be- 
coming exhausted, and he gave himself up for 
lost. Towards noon he descried a_ vessel 
headed towards him, but he was too weak 
to make any signal. The crew of the stranger, 
which proved tobe the Edward Cushing, ob- 
served the open boat and came alongside it. 
Pratt could hardly speak, but the rescuers passed 
a line under hisarms and drew him up on deck. 
The leaking boat in which he had passed 54 hours 
was then cast adrift. Underthe kind treatment 
which he received Pratt slowly recovered his 
strength. Heisaman of remarkable constitu- 
tion, and itis to this fact that he owes his life. 
The Cushing reached Aspinwall on Feb. 14, and 
Pratt was taken before the United States Consul, 
who arranged for his passage to this city on the 
Acapulco, 

Capt. Reed was highly spoken of as a shipmas- 
ter. He was about 54 years of age and leaves a 
wife and four grown children, who reside near 
Bangor, Me. Capt. Reed was the wey own- 
er of the lost vessel, which was valued at about 
$10,000. Her agents in this city were J. E, Ward 
& Co., of No. 113 Wall-street. The brigantine, 
which was built at Addison, Me., in 1865, and was 
rebuilt in 1878, measured 362 tons.

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NOTES FROM COLOMBIA, PERU, AND THE 
ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


Panama, March 15.—Owing to a personal 
question with some of the members of Congress, 
originating in the non-approval of an appoint- 
ment he had made, President Octalora sent in 
his resignation of office on Feb. 10, The Council 
of State, however, refused to accept it, and after 
some discussion he withdrew his resignation and 
promised to continue at the head of affairs until 
March 81. The Cashier of the Bank of Tolima 
has absconded with $3,600 belonging to the bank 
and $19,000 to the Board of Works, and some $50,- 
000 belonging to private parties. On Feb. 22 the 
House of Representatives passed a vote ordering 
an investigation to be held into a number of 
acts of President Octalora and his Executive. 

Mr. I. Luciano Duque, for many years editor 
ofthe Estrella, of this city,and more recently 


Consul-General of Nicaragua in Colombia and 
Consul for Guatemala, on the isthmus, died in 
Chiriqui on the Ist inst. 

The Rev. Alfred W. Lockyer, a chaplain of the 
South American Missiouary Society, who only 
arrived here a few weeks ago from England, for 
the purpose of foundinga church, died on the 
6th from yellow fever. 

Mail dispatches from Peru confirm the cable 
announcement that Puga and his Montoneros 
tied from Trujillo prior to the arrival of the 
Chilian forces. He is probably plundering at 

resent in the Cordillera towns, wuere the Chil- 
ans will not trouble themselves to follow him. 
This bandit not only managed to secure about 
40,000 soles in silver from the Custom-house and 
the 10,000 soles he levied on Trujillo, but captured 
n large supply of arms and ammunition, with 
which he can effectively increase his following. 

Latein February the representatives of France, 
Great Britain, Italy, Holland, and Belgiuin pre- 
sented to the Government of Gen. Iglesias a 
formal and joint protest against the signature by 
him of the eighth article of the treaty; which de- 
clares as follows: “That apart from the decla- 
rations made in the preceding articles, and from 
the obligations spontaneously accepted by Chili 
by the supreme decree of the 28th of March, 1882, 
which regulated the nitrate property of Tarapaca, 
the said Government of Chili does not recognize 
liens of any description whatever bearing on the 
new territories acquired by the treaty, no mat- 
ter what may be their character or origin.”” The 
articles referred to establish that Chili will give 
to the Peruvian bondholders 50 per cent. of the 
net proceeds of guano exported until the depos- 
its now being worked are exhausted. The Gov- 
ernments protesting on behalf of those of their 
subjects who are creditors of Peru assert that 
the claims held by such creditors against this re- 
public were guaranteed by Peru with her guano 
and nitrate resources, both discovered and to 
be discovered, years before war was _ de- 
clared, and that consequently, if Chili 
persists in her intention to appropriate 
Peruvian territory, she must assume all 
and every one of the obligations bearing on 
that territory that antedate the outbreak of hos- 
tilities, and that, while Peru bas no right to sign 
away property that she had formally conveyed 
to other persons, Chili, on her part, cannot know- 
ingly accept a transfer of -goods belonging to 
third parties. The United States has taken no 
pez in this matter, and the German Legation at 

ima, not having special instructions, abstained 
from signing the protest, but signified to the 
Peruvian Government that the principles in- 
volved would be upheld by Germany if her in- 
terests so demanded. 

Yellow fever is on the increase at Huacho and 
Chancay, but the physicians declare that it is of 
an endemic character, which, by the way, isa 
common excuse along the coast. The two ports 
are uarantined, and a:'good deal of alarm is feit 
in Lima. 

The following additional particulars of the 
murderous conspiracy in San Juan, in the Ar- 
gentine Republic, are to hand: “The con- 
spirators met ata place about a square from 
the police station, and at the hour agreed 
upon 47 of them, sheltered behind the coaches 
that had conveyed them to the spot, commenced 
an attack on thestation. They were repulsed, 
but a Sergeant was killed. Simultaneous with 
this attack eight men, led by one Sebastian Eli- 
zondo, entered the residence of Deputy Mallea, 
where were assembled the owner of the house, 
Gov.Gil, Senator Gomez, andthe Governor-elect, 
Sefior Donee]. Gomez was perforated with seven 
bullets. Gil was taken into the street and there 
fired at, three bullets taking effect. Mallea re- 
ceived a bullet wound on the arm. Doneel put 
out the light, and thus escaped unhurt. One of 
the coaches in which the attacking party of the 
station fled was afterward discovered full of 
blood, and the driver was wounded. Seven of 
the conspirators have been captured. The Com- 
mandant of Police is under arrest on sus- 

jicion of being implicated in the affair. 
"he Vice-Governor, Juan Luis Sarmien- 
to, is missing. The major part of the 
conspirators and their accomplices have fled. It 
is asserted that the men who entered the resi- 
dence of Mallea were brought expressly from 
Rioja for the purpose. Severa) packages of car- 
tridges have been found in the house where the 
conspirators met. The Chief of the Custom- 
house on Burgos disappeared, and he is believed 
to be one of the conspirators. In consequence 
of the inability of Gov. Gil to attend to his du- 
ties, the President of the Provincial Senate, Mal- 
lea, has assumed the command of the Province.

THE WINTER WHEAT CROP. 
ginbenaililipinciae 
REPORTS OF ITS CONDITION FROM SEVERAL 
STATES, 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 25.—S. W. Tall- 
madge, of this city, is in receipt of late reports 
from several of the State Agricultural De- 
partments and United States Statisticians 
in regard to the present condition 
of the Winter wheat. With few 
exceptions they report the condition at the pres- 
ent time most,favorable, with a promise of an 
abundant yield for the coming season. Of 
course, it is rather early to make a prediction or 
estimate as to what the outcome will be, as many 
of the large producing States have yet a criti- 
cal period to go through. But a few weeks 
of such weather as we are having at present will 
place it in such shape as to secure usa bountiful 
harvest. The weather in the North-west has been 
such as to promise an early seeding, and well- 
posted parties say the Spring wheat seed- 


ing will be completed much_ earlier than 
last year. - D. Hoard, United States 
Statistician‘for ,Wisconsin, writes the following: 
**T cannot hear of any damage to Winter wheat. 
I estimate a slight increase in acreage. All re- 
ports agree that it is looking well for this time of 
the year.” 

Alexander Heran, Secretary of the State 
Board of Agriculture of Indiana, says as to the 
present condition of the Winter wheat crop in 
that ‘State: “We again report it in good 
condition. Occasionally there are some com- 

laints on the western border of the 
state of damage by _ frost, but it 
is of local nature, and generally where the wheat 
has been sown in corn-fields ina rough manner. 
After a personal observation during a trip of 
500 miles through the State, and statements from 
good farmers, we consider the wheat crop of 
this State as comparatively safe for this season, 
with the acreage about the same as last year.” 

W. J. Chamberlain, Secretary of the Ohio State 
Board of Agriculture, says the wheat is not 
looking quite aS well now, though the damage 
so tar has not been serious, but it has three or 
four weeks of the worst time of the year to go 
througa yet. 

J. W. Sanborn, of the State Agriculture Board 
of Missouri, says the outlook at present is below 
an average. The wheat needs rain, which will 
help it very much. Since the above report was 
a they have had good rains throughout the 
State. 

William Simms, Secretary of the State Board 
of Kansas, in his last reports says: * There is 
every indication at this time that the crop of 
1884 will be fully equal in vield to that of 1883. 
The area sown is probably slighty in excess of 
that of the previews year, and the weather has 
been during the Winter propitious to its growth.” 

Private reports from Illinois report the crop in 
good condition. Some damage is reported in 
sections of the State by floods, but the damage 
seems to be local and of a trifling nature. 

The Hon. H. A. Conant, Secretary of State of 
Michigan, says some damage is reported in the 
State by ice and thawing and freezing weather, 
but to what extent the damage may prove he is 
not able to say as present. 

New-York and Pennsylvania report the crop in 
good condition and note no damage up to the 
present time. The States are now passing through 
their most critical period of the season, and their 
next report will be more valuable.

The acreage is repo as being 
somewhat increased, and no particular damage 
is noted up to the present time.

THE VILLAGE OF FONDA INUNDATED. 

Fonpa, N. Y., March 25.—Last night 
floating ice in tne Mohawk formed a gorge just 
east of Fonda, and early this morning people 
were aroused from their beds by the sound of 
running water. By daylight the whole southern 


part of the village was under from 4 to 10 feet of 
water, and many persons sought refuge in the 
upper part of their dwellings while others were 
taken in row-boats to the unfiooded part of the 
town. The water overfiowed the Central tracks, 
and passenger and freight trains have beeu de- 
layed all the afternoon, both east and west of the 
flooded tracks. The gorge broke at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon and the water passed down the 
river as quickly as it had come. The four rail- 
road tracks of the Central were pushed out. 
About 5o’clock one track was put in condition 
and at 6 o’c ock the trains began to depart, and 
the great railroad blockade which ha existed 
for nearly 20 hours was broken. It was the great- 
est freshet in 20 years. The damage to the peo-

THE RUDDERLESS STEAMER 


Senn amen 
STORY OF THE CHATEAU MAR- 
GAUX'’S VOYAGE. 
‘STATEMENTS OF THE DISABLED VESSEL’S 
OFFICERS—-HELP REFUSED AT SEA BY 
OTHER STEAM-SHIPS. 

Haurrax, Nova Scotia, March 25.—The 
Officers of the disabled steam-ship Chiteau Mar- 
gaux, which arrived here yesterday in tow of 
the Caledonia, tell an interesting story of their 
tedious and dangerous voyage. The Chateau 
Margaux sailed from Bordeaux on Feb. 26, with 
10 cabin and 80 steerage passengers. It was her 
first trip across the Atlantic, she having been 
launched only last year, and a quick passage was 
anticipated. The weather until March 3 was 
moderate, and nothing eventful occurred on 
board, but the succeeding days until the middle 
of last week proved stormy, and rendered the 
greater part of the voyage far from pleasant 
and at times exceedingly perilous. From 
the 8d to the Sth stiff north and north- 
west gales prevailed, and from early in the 
evening on the latter date until the fol- 
lowing morning the storm raged high and furi- 
ous, pitching the ship roughly about and sweep- 
ing her with seas. At 6P. M.the speed was re- 
duced to * dead slow,” and this rate of headway 
was continued all night. As the hour grew later 
the gale increased in violence, and at 2 o'clock 1n 
the morning the rudder suddenly refused to 
work. An examination was made, and it was dis- 
covered that some flaw had caused a break, ren- 
dering the rudder useless,and shortly after it 
was torn from its place by a sea and swept away. 
By order of the Captain the crew set about 


rigging a jury rudder. One was soon prepared 
and put in position, but the waves tore 
it from its fastenings and carried it off. 
Subsequently four others were put out to 
nw pa to steer the ship, the upper epars 
and mizzen and main masts being cut wtp te 
form them, but almost assoon as placed t 7 
were dashed to pieces and washed away. A fift 
one stood the tempest more satisfactorily than 
the others, but proved of very little service. The 
violent weather continued with slight or no 
abatement, and progress was exceed gp dged 
On March 8, in latitude 44° and longitude 45°, the 
schooner Carrie Harvey, bound for Plymouth, 
was fallenin with. Her commander consented 
to endeavor to render assistance, and at 7 A. M. 
she was got in tow. The heavy wind and the 
high running sea, however, prevented the sailin 
vessel from giving any help, and after severa 
hours’ experimenting the vessel had to be dis- 
connected. Inthe meantime the steamer Ari- 
zona, bound to Liverpool from New-York, had 
been sighted and spoken, the Captain of the 
Chateau Margaux uesting to be taken in tow. 
Help was refused, but the officers of the Arizona 
took charge of a number of letters and tele- 
grams, and then proceeded on their course. On 
the following day several huge icebergs were met, 
but drifted past at safe distance. On the 10th, 
at 4 A. M., the Gioucester fishing schconer 
Cimbria was sighted, andan attempt was made 
to board her by the officers of the steam-ship, 
but the storm was too severe. At 8 o'clock of 
the same morning the steamer Norseman, from 
Portland, for Liverpool, with cattle, was spoken, 
and the Captain was asked to assist the helpless 
ship, but the request, on account of the live 
stock on board, had to be refused. A quantity 
of fresh provisions was transferred to the Chateau 
Margaux, the stock of the latter, on leaving Bor- 
deaux, being only sufficient for 20 days, and 
the Norseman then proceeded. On March 11 
the heaviest gale of the voyage was ex- 
perienced, the wind blowing th terrible 
strength from the west-north-west. Immense 
waves continually swept over the vessel, carried 
away everyting movable above the decks, and 
damaged asmall portion of the bulwarks. The 
tempest lasted two days. The Yarmouth bark 
Ruby was met on the 13th, but the condition of 
the weather prevented any help being received. 
On the 14th the storm moderated; and next morn- 
ing another attempt was made to get a jury rud- 
der in order, and in the evening it was got to 
work with fair success, but continued to do so 
only until morning, when it collapsed. 

At 8 A. M. on March 16 the steamer City of 
Chester hove in sight, and the Captain consented 
to aid the Chateau Margaux, but atter three un- 
succ;ssful attempts,the steel towing cables break- 
ing each time, the disabled ship had to be again 
left alone, and the City of Cnester continued her 
way, leaving with the Margaux one of her steel 
hawsers. On March 19 the steamer Oregon, from 
Portland, for Liverpool, was spoken, but declinea 
to take the disabled vessel in tow. She, however, 
sent on board additional provisions and took off 
three cabin and forty-five steerage passengers, 
who desired to turn back rather than proceed on 
a rudderless vessel. In the evening another heavy 
north-west gale came on, and during the night 
the steamer rolled and angen very violently, 
mountainous waves washing over her and fre- 
quently threatening to swamp the vessel with all 
on board. In the morning the last jury rudder 
was put out, but rendered no service, being too 
small. The barometer on the 20th and 2lst fell 
very low, and the wind, veering considerably to 
all points, blew with fearful force, but the 
steamer, though for two days completely at the 
mercy of the sea and gale, weathered it > « 
The storm at times became so bad that the boil- 
ers shook in theirstands, and it was feared that 
they would be torn away. On Saturday of last 
week, in latitude 41° 40’, longitude 61° 41’, about 
250 miles distant from Halifax, a vessel was 
sighted, which proved to be the steamer Cale- 
donia, from Mediterranean ports, for New-York, 
with a general cargo. The Captain at first hest- 
tated about assisting the Chateau Margaux, but 
afterward decided to do so, and at 9:30 A. M. she 
was got in tow, the disabled craft taking the 
lead and the Caledonia steering. An hour anda 
half later the tow-line parted, but another was 

assed, and at 4 P. M. the two again proceeded 

oward this port. They arrived off Sambro Sun- 
day night, but not yet naving a pilot and the 
night being very dark they lay to until morning, 
when steam tugs were dispatched from this city, 
and the Caledonia, dropping the towing hawser, 
steamed into port alone, leaving the French 
steamer in charge of a smaller craft. The Mar- 
gaux arrived in port safely last evening, and will 

e docked, when an inspection of her condition 
will be made. The passengers remaining on 
board when the steamer arrived here were 7 
cabin and 35 steerage. The cabin passengers pro- 
ceeded to their destination by train, while the 
steera, passengers continued their voyage on 
the Caledonia. 


At the office of the Bordeaux Line in this city 
no additional facts in regard to the Chateau 
Margaux were received yesterday. Capt. Olli- 
vier sent a brief dispatch announcing the arrival 
of the steam-ship at Halifax, and promising to 
send a detailed account of the accident by mail. 
An attempt will be made to rig a jury rudder, 
which will enable the vessel to come to this port 
for repairs; but should this fail the work will 
have to be done in Halifax. The saloon passen- 
gers started yesterday a for this city by 
rail, by way of Boston, and should reach here 
some time this afternoon. Of the81 steerage pas- 
sengers, 37 were to sail in the Caledonia last 
night for this city, that being all that the Anchor 
Line vessel can accommodate. No arrangements 
had been made yesterday to forward the other 
44, but they will be sent here as soon as possible. 
Capt. Ollivier reports all the passengers well. and 
that the Chateay Margaux behaved splendidly 
considering her disabled condition.

NEW STREET RAILROAD SCHEME, 


TRACKS UNDERGROUND’ AND CONNECTED 
WITH CARS THROUGH SLOTS. 

Articles of incorporation were filed in 
the County Clerk’s office, yesterday, of the 
United States Cable Road and Subway Company, 
with a capital stock of $250,000, in 10,000 shares of 
$25each. The objects of the company are stated 
tobe “the securing, development, adaptation, 
and application of such mechanical devices as 
may be useful, necessary, or proper in the con- 
struction or operation of cable railroads, either 
above, upon, or below the surface of streets, 
highways, or other road-beds, * * * either di- 
‘Tectly or by licensing their use.” The Trustees 
of the company for the first year are Frank B. 


Knight, Scott Lord, Bradford D. dley, John 
Cornwall, William A. Walker, O. D. Orvis, and 
Nelson B. Adams. 

Most of the patents owned by the company are 
inventions of Messrs. Orvis and Adams, and the 
principal of these is a new device for a car, the 
wheels of which are to be run under ground, so 
that nothing but the body will appear on the 
surface. ‘The difference between the system 
which the company represents,” said Scott Lord, 

‘and the ordinary cable systems is that there 
will be no tracks to break the surface of the 
streets oravenues on which the carsrun. The 
tracks will be laid in tunnels under the street, 
and the wheels running on them will be connect- 
ed with the car above by a stee! plate a half inch 
thick, which will pass along through a slot in 
the surface of the ground. Take Broadway, 
for an example. If cars were introduced on 
that thoroughfare and ran on this system the 
street would have thesame appearance generally 
that it bears now, and if you inspected closely 
you would see nothing but two parallel slots a 
half-inch wide running parallel to each other. 
These slots would be too narrow for the foot of 
man or beast to be hurt by them, and except 
when a car was actually passing, it would have 
no effect on the traffic at any given point. Un- 
der the present system the tracks cut up our 
streets and utterly destroy them for pleasure 
driving, while they do great injury to traffic by 
the inconvenience which they cause to trucks 
and other vehicles. Under the new system cars 
could be placed on Fifth-avenue without injur- 
ing it as a pleasure drive in the slightest degree.” 

** Does the coe L propose to build roads of 
its = to operate S system ?”’ asked the re- 
porter, 

* Our object at present is to secure the adop- 
tion of the system by roads already constructed, 
and to sell and grant rights. If the tracks are 
posers under ground the expense in wear and 

ear caused by heavy trucks passing over and 
wrenching them wili be entirely done away with, 
and in Winter the roads will be kept free from 
snow, which will be a great saving to the com- 
panies. Wethink we havea good thing, and if 
we can induce one railroad to adopt it we feel 
confident that in a short time the system will be 
in use all over the land, and the surface of our 
streets will be freed from the network of tracks 
which now makes them so dangerous and incon- 
venient for ordinary travel.” 

The company also proposes to build an arch 
between the underground tracks, in which tele- 
graph and electric lighting wires can be run, and 
thus solve the problem of the telegraph pole 
nuisance in large cities.

So des- 
perate did his case become that Mr. Culver last 
week decided to buy hisown butter, and to this 
end he visited the store of F. A. Woolensack, a 
dealer of Fulton Market. Mr. Woolensack 
showed Mr. Culver several kinds of butter, none 
of which suited his taste, and he finally produced 
a firkin of the very best. Mr. Culver took three 
— for a sample and paid 28 cents per pound 
or it. 

When the cook put the butter on the table Mr. 
Culver became suspicious of it, and he carried it 
to John A. Waddell, a dealer, of No. 244 Fulton- 
street. Mr. Waddell pronounced it not only 
oleomargarine, but a very poor quality of oleo- 
margarine. Therefore Mr. Culver took it back 
to Woolensack, and madea complaint about it. 
The dealer refused to give him any satisfaction, 
and so the lawyer went to Justice Power, in the 
Tombs Police Court, and stated hiscase. He 
said that he disliked very much to make a com- 
plaint against the butter-dealer, but that the 
swindles in oleomargarine and butterine were 
becoming so numerous that he deemed it a pub- 
lic duty to make the charge to protect the public 
health.

MR..CROWLEY’S CONNECTION WITH 
THE OTTMAN CASE. 

HOW AND WHY THE COMPROMISE Was 
MADE—MR, CROWLEY’S FEES—BUYING 
PEACE OF THE GOVERNMENT, 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Richard Crow- 
ley, of Lockport, N. Y., was examined to-aay by 

Mr. Springer’s committee in reference to the 

compromise of the Ottman case, Mr. Crowley 

having been the attorney for Mr. Ottman. He 
related his connection with the case and said he 
went into it with the understanding that he 
should receive afee of $5,000 when the funds 
held by the United States were released. He de- 
nied the statement of Mr. Cook that~he had told 
him he expected to effect a compromise because 
of hisinfluence. He said: “I had been trying to 
return Conkling and Platt to the United States 
Senate, and, of course, was not in accord with 


the Administration. I did not know the At- 
torney-General, nor had I the pleasure of an 
acquaintance with the District ttorney. 
No such conversation as Mr. Cook related 
ever took place.” Mr. Crowley said that in Jan- 
uary, 1882, Mr. Ottman made an application to 
have the cases disposed of, and the witness ask 
Mr. Bliss to cali the attention of the fa 
General to the statement.

He said to me, after the examination, 
that he was satisfied there could be no conviction 
in the criminal suits, but he thought, as did 
District Attorney Wells, that something might 
be gained in the civil suit. Bliss said if Ottman 
was willing tulet the Government have the $10,- 
000 in the Alexandria Bank, with interest, 
I think, at 8 per cent., the case might 
be settled. At first Ottmau was unwill- 
ing to accept the proposition, but after- 
ward agreed to it. My own judgment was that 
there could be no conviction within any reason- 
able possibility in the criminal indictments, or 
that Judgment could be recovered against him in 
the pending civil suits. Wells has been made to 
say that in his judgment the civil suits could 
have undoubtedly m prosecuted to success. 
My answer to that is that Wells was United 
States Attorney for three years after the two 
criminal cases were tried, and the jury disagreed, 
and he never took another step, either in a crim- 
inal or civil suit. As no action was taken from 
1877 to 1882, I said it was due to Ottman 
either to prosecute or dismiss the cases. 
advised Ottman to compromise. He 
claimed to be imnocent, but the Government 
held indictments against him, and could bring 
them out at any time, and I thought he had bet- 
ter buy his peace. The Government held $19,- 
525, which was in the Borer of Treasurer 
Gilfillan. I went with Bliss to Gilfillan, and Bliss 
insisted that an amount equal to the $10,000 in 
the Alexandria Bank and interest—the interest 
and principal amounting to $12,700—be taken out 
of the $19,525. This wasagreedto. Bliss got for 
the United States $12,700. [ got my fee, $5,000, and 
the balance was aid by me to Ottman. 
That left the civil suit pene in Alexandria.

When I sent my bill in, the Controller was of the 
opinion that, as I was a member of Congress I was 
not able to draw two salaries from the Govern- 
ment. [was not the only member of Congress 
who was paid money for other services.” 

Q.—Can you name any other? A.—I was in- 
formed that you did; that you received $10,000. 

“That’s a mistake,” said Mr. Springer, “I 
argued a case, but never received fees.” 

* Conkling was employed by the Government 
while a Senator,” continued Mr. Crowley, ‘*and 
there are scores of others.” 

Q.—Did you charge a larger fee than you 
would have charged in private cases. A.—I did 
not.

THE BONDED WHISKY TAX. 
A DAY OF DEBATE WITHOUT ACTION IX 
THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


WasHinGton, March 25.—The House to 
day took up the Bonded Whisky bill in Com- 
mittee of the Whole. Mr. Potter, of New-York, 
briefly gave the reasons which impelled him to 
support the measure. His first impression had 
been that it would be unwise to grant the exten- 
sion, but after a close examination he had come 
to,the conclusion that his duty required him to 
vote for it. The proposition was to extend the 
time for paying a tax which was now collected 
partially and in a manner in which the tax on no 
American manufacture ought to be collected. 
A tax laid on the manufacture and not on 
the consumption was a local and partial 
tax, and a discriminating tax against 
the article, which was not in accordance 
with the American system of Government. 
The time for the payment of the tax on whisky 
ought to be so far extended as to become a tax 


on consumption, and, so far as the bill went, it 
would restore the true principle of taxation. 
There was nothing in the condition of the 
country which prevented the granting of the re- 
lief. The condition of the Treasury was such 
that the country was embarrassed by the amount 
of money in its possession. Far from incon- 
veniencing the country, the granting of the ex- 
tension would be of great convenience to the 
people. If the tax were insisted upon at this 
time there was no possible way in which to dis- 
pose of the money, except to apply it to the pay- 
ment of the national debt now due and payable. 

Mr. Kelley, of Pennsylvania, thought that the 
demand of the table whisky syndicate for relief 
from taxation temporarily was an impudent one. 
The internal revenue system worked a great 
hardship upon small farmers, fruit-growers, and 
cigar-makers, and was maintained alone for 
three syndicates which had acquired three 
branches of industry. The manufacturers of 
table whisky were the chief of these syndicates, 
which found this tax a sure guarantee of the 
monopoly of the American market. The 
large manufacturers, comparatively few in 
number, which had crowded out the 
small cigar-makers, came next with an 
assured monopoly. The other of these 
syndicates was the manufacturers of malt 
hquors, and for these syndicates the Government 
maintained the internal tax, harried wide sec- 
tions of the country, and maintained an army of 
over 400,000 — to destroy the small fruit- 

rowers. He denied that the tax was kept up 
tor the benefit of the Government. The gentle- 
man from New-York (Mr. Potter) was in favor of 
a two years the payment of the 
taxes; he (Mr. Kelley) was in favor of repealing 
them, of wiping out the whole infernal system. 
He did not wish to make whisky free. On the 
contrary, he would regulate the use of all intoxi- 
cants. The United States Government could not 
do that: it could only tax, and tax blindly; 
States could ms “yo and supervise and restrict 
and prohibit. In support of his assertion that 
the Government did not neea the reyenue de- 
rived from internal revenue, he declared that, 
without a dollar derived from that source, the 
Government this year would receive enough 
money to meet gt legitimate demand. It

The distressing story of broken levees 
along the Mississippi River, of overflowed 
and ruined plantations, of homes wrecked, 
human lives lost and live stock drowned, 
with which the country is almost annually 
made familiar during the flood season is 
to be repeated this Spring. Already we 
are told that the ‘Mississippi Valley 
is one vast inland sea.” The persist- 
ence of this great river in making 
pathways for its waters when it will, in 
contempt of all the puny stays that en- 
gineering skill provides against it, consti- 
tutes the chief and fatal objection to all 
schemes of Government “ improvement” 
thus far proposed or applied to the bed 
and banks of the Mississippi. Could the 
Federal Government, by sufficiently “im- 
proving” the channel of the river with a 
view to making navigation safer, incident- 
ally set up asure safeguard against these 
destructive floods, it is probable that Con- 
gress would generously provide the means. 
But the tinkering thus far done under the 
direction of the Mississippi Kiver Commis- 
Bion is neither profitable to the Govern- 
ment nor useful to the people of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley. The floods area deplorable 
fact. But before any scheme of lavish ex- 
penditure is entered upon the engineers

required to devise some form of improve- 
ment that will be permanent, and, within 
its scope, effective. 


Senator CULLEN’s reason for wishing to 
take from Commissioner CoteMaNn the 
making of contracts for strect-cleaning 
seems to be his failure to secures the em- 
ployment of men in the Street-cleaning 
Department, though he reiterated his de- 
sire to save the city $375,000 which, 
so far as we know, it is not losing. 
Mr. COLEMAN’S contracts have to have 
the approval of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, and they are made 
on competitive bids. The only fault 
that has been found with them is the full- 
ness and strictness of their requirements. 
There is absolutely no reason for transfer- 
ring the letting of the contracts to the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, but 
Tammany statesmen will lose no opportu- 
nity for making Mr. COLEMAN uncomfort- 
able so long as he refuses to give jobs to 
their proletaires. 


The detail of officers for the Bear and 
the Thetis, of the Greely relief expedition, 
is announced, and the preparation of the 
little fleet for sea is being pushed forward 
as rapidly as consistent with safety and 
real dispatch. If any action is to be taken 
by Congress regarding the offer of areward 
for private persons who may rescue the 
Greely party, it should be had at once. 
Many whalers are ready forsea. In afew 
weeks the greater part of the fleet will have 
sailed. No executive department of the 
Government has requisite authority to 
offer a reward. But Congress may grant 
such authority, or it may fix the amount of 
a reward to be paid by any designated 
department of the Government. The Sec- 
retary of War and the Secretary of the 
Navy have publicly announced their dis- 
approval of stimulating by hope of reward 
private searches for the Greely party. 
But it is not likely that Congress is so 
tenacious of official traditions as to be 
willing to commit itself to the proposition 
that if the survivors in the Arctic cannot 
be rescued by official means ‘and appli- 
ances it were better that they be not 
rescued at all. 





The Committee of Fifty-three has issued 
a notice of the mass-meeting of citizens to 
be held at Cooper Union to-morrow even- 
ing for the purpose of promoting the pas- 
sage of the city reform bills still pending. 
Mr. JAMES M. Brown will preside, the re- 
port of the committee will be presented 
by Mr. Evarts, and speeches will be made 
by Prof. THEODORE W. DwiGHT, WHEELER 
H. PECKHAM, and others. The people 
should make this meeting an emphatic 
expression of their feeling in regard toa 
completion of the work of municipal re- 
form, so far as it can be done by the Legis- 
lature. There are two very desirable 
measures which have not yet received 
proper attention. The Mayor’s power of 
removal should be enlarged, and the Bu- 
reau of Elections should be taken from the 
Police Department and placed on an inde- 
pendent and non-partisan basis. 





The Park Commissioners have accepted 
the remarkable statue of Bottvar. That 
act shows that the Commissioners are not 
to be outdone in politeness, whatever may 
be said of their taste. 





MEANS FOR LOCAL TRAVEL, 


The General Surface Railroad bill was 
ordered to a third reading in the Senate 
yesterday with a number of amendments 
which improve its character. Although 
the existing horse railroad companies have 
naturally taken a keen interest in the 
measure, it does not appear that they have 
secured any special advantage. _ They 
will be permitted to’ extend their 
lines under its provisions by conform- 
ing to all the requirements which apply to 
companies organized under the act. To 
this there is no valid objection, as it will 
not be in their power to interfere with 
new and competing enterprises. If the 
bill passes both houses in its present form 
we shall at last have a general street rail- 
road act such as the Legislature was re- 
quired to pass by the constitutional amend- 
ment which went into effect nine years 
ago. Action has repeatedly been defeated 
through an effort to secure special privi- 
leges for corporations already in existence, 
and in the meantime the construction of 
street railways has been virtually at a 
stand-still in this city, though the need of 
them has largely increased. 

One important feature of the pending 
bill is that which authorizes the use of 
other than horse power on surface roads, 
subject to the consent of property-owners 
and local authorities. If the cable system 
can be successfully applied the way will 
be open, and if any electric or compressed 
air motor can be used to advantage there 
will be nothing to prevent. This will 
doubtless lead to long-delayed improve- 
ments in the means of surface travel. The 
privileges allowed in this respect should 
be kept open to all competitors. If any 
cable company is prepared to furnish facili- 
ties that are better than those provided by 
others, there will be nothing to prevent it 
from sharing in the opportunities. 

With this bill enacted there will be no 
occasion for the scheme laid out by the 
Rapid Transit Commission. For the most 
part it is a scheme for surface roads to be 
operated on the cable plan. This is not, in 
any proper sense of the term, a rapid 
transit system, for cars propelled by cable 
power move very little faster than those 
drawn by horses, and no rapid transit 
trains can be safely run on the surface. 
It is open to the further objection that it 
is an attempt at a monopoly of routes by 
a concern whose methods are familiar to 
the public ina way that does not com- 
mend them for encouragement. The gen- 
eral law is all that is needed for t!e pro- 
motion of means of travel on the surface, 
and under it all enterprises should ctand 
on 2 footing of equality. 

But surface roads will not afford all the 
accommodation needed in addition to 
that given by the present elevated rail- 
roads. The latter do not meet the require- 
ments of the city in the matter of real 
rapid transit.. They have already been 
outgrown. At certain hours of the day 
they are crowded bevond their cavacity to 
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and above all that they can do there is 
need of means of communication between 
the lower and upper parts of the city at a 
really rapid rate. If any more elevated 
roads are to be built it should be on a new 
plan, which would interfere less with the 
streets and .afford facilities for quick 
transit over long distances. 

But it is a question whether the present 
and growing needs of the city would not 
be better met by an underground system. 
The projectors of the Broadway arcade do 
not yet despair of convincing the prop- 
erty-owners on that great thoroughfare 
that their interests as well as those of the 
general public will be served by carrying 
out that project. They claim that the ob- 
jections heretofore made are based on mis- 
apprehensions, and they invite the fullest 
scrutiny of their plans. The undertaking 
should receive the most searching exami- 
nation, reducing, so far as possible, to a cer- 
tainty the results which would be involved 
in the construction and operation of the 
road, If it can be found feasible and 
consistent with all rights, and so guarded 
as to insure what it so confidently prom- 
ises to the public, it would meet one very 
pressing need, that of rapid conveyance 
over long distances. The bill authorizing 
the company to proceed with its project 
was reported in the Senate yesterday, but 
before it is acted upon every objection 
should be patiently heard and carefully 
considered. Broadway property-owners 
have important rights, but their objec- 
tions should be shown to be well founded 
before they are suffered to stand in the 
way of a public improvement which may 
prove of great value to them as well as to 
the city. 


THE WHISKY BILL. 


The House spent another day in Com- 
mittee of the Whole yesterday on the bill 
extending the time for the payment of tax 
on whisky in bond. The discussion brought 
out some very queer ideas of political econ- 
omy. Mr. Potter, of New-York, urged 
the passage of the bill because, while grant- 
ing relief to an important interest, it would 
keep money out of the Treasury. Doubt- 
less it would do that, but then it would 
be simpler and more effective to re- 
peal unnecessary or burdensome taxes— 
a fact which Mr. POTTER appreciates more 
accurately than some others who use a 
like argument as to the whisky bill. Mr. 
Horp, of Ohio, took the ground that the 
bill was simply a remission of a penalty 
which had already accomplished its pur- 
pose, though we should say it would re- 
quire the fertile soil of Ohio to breed 
that notion in any sane man’s mind. Mr. 
EaTON, of Connecticut, also regarded the 
measure as one of practical beneficence on 
the part of the Government, though 
where is the beneficence of relieving men 
from the known consequences of deliber- 
ate folly he did not explain. 

It was, of course, reserved for Judge 
KELLEY to make the debate the occasion 
of airing his pet delusions regarding the 
whole internal revenue system, which he 
denounced as ‘‘infernal”—the mildness of 
his language being due to strictly parlia- 
mentary restraints—but he was promptly 
informed from the Democratic side that a 
proposition to repeal the internal revenue 
was pure folly, and would not get twenty- 
five votes. The most effective opponent 
of the bill was Mr. Lona, of Massa- 
chusetts, who said, what is true, that 
the bill was in substance a proposition to 
loan $70,000,000 to the distillers at 4 1-2 
per cent., and that this was needless, or 
dangerous, because the money could be 
borrowed by the distillers at any moment 
at that rate if the security was good. If 
it was not good, the Government would 
lose the loan. It was not, moreover, the 
business of the Government to lend money 
for private enterprises, and if it did so 
now, the necessity of doing so hereafter 
would be increased, for in three years the 
production would probably be from 50 per 
cent. to 100 per cent. more than now. 
This touches the core of the question, and 
is an argument which will probably prove 
conclusive against the bill. 


AND THE REFORM 
RULES. 


The exception of the Police Department 
from the operation of the reform bill in 
the Assembly last week was unfortunate. 
It was largely the work of Mr. JoHN J. 
O’BrIEN, who fully appreciates the value 
of the police for political. trading, and 
who used freely the argument é¢hat it 
would seriously injure the Republican 
Electoral ticket in New-York City 
to take the merchantable quality 
away from the police. But the decent 
citizens of New-York have a much more 
immediate interest in their police than 
they have in the Republican Presidential 
ticket. If the latter cannot be elected ex- 
cept by a “deal,” in which the police 
force is one of the elements of traffic, the 
Republican Party must have sunk much 
lower than we are willing to admit. 

The police force of New-York ought to 
be one of the best in the Union. It is in 
theory non-partisan; it holds ona tenure of 
good behavior; its members are paid high 
salaries, and have very liberal provision 
made in case of disability, and for their 
families in case of death, in the service. 
As a matter of fact, the character of the 
force is bad, and in some respects dis- 
gracefully low. Its discipline is lax; its 
training is defective, the men are 
frequently not only incapable and 
indifferent, but violent, coarse, and even 
brutal. Neitherin the prevention nor detec- 
tion of crime, nor in bringing criminals to 
punishment is the force nearly so efficient 
as it should be. The cause of the evil is 
politics, and nothing else. The Commis- 
sioners are, almost by necessity, under the 
existing system, low political hucksters, 
and in the appointment and management 
of the force political considerations out- 
weigh all others. Just as far as it is 
deemed in any way safe the foree is made 
a political machine, that is, just as 
far as the Commissioners think the 
public will stand it without rebelling 
and overthrowing the whole system. The 
remedy lies in the bill from which the 
police force was exempted last week. 
Since it might imperil the other and ex- 
cellent provisions of that bill to try now 
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to replace the rejected clause, it would be 
advisable to introduce a separate measure 
covering the ground. In the present alert 
and aggressive condition of public senti- 
ment, such a bill would, with fair con- 
sideration, receive the votes, if not 
the hearty sympathy, of a good 
many in the Legislature, and ought 
to pass. A determined effort by 
the Committee of Fifty-three would 
do much to carry it through, and would 
certainly be in the direct line of the com- 
mittee’s work. A complete reform of the 
police force is, of course, impossible under 
the present Commissioners or any like 
them. But if they were required to ap- 
point their men on a fair, open competi- 
tion, conducted subject to the approval of 
the State Civil Service Commission, by 
properly selected and impartial examiners, 
their power for abuse and the temptation 
to it would be very much lessened. 


PROTECTION IN NEW-JERSEY. 


The lower house of the New-Jersey Leg- 
islature has agreed to ask Congress to 
enact a law to prohibit the immigration of 
skilled laborers from Europe. It is as- 
sumed that the present protective tariff 
was framed for the protection of Ameri- 
can laborers against the manufactures of 
European countries. Under the prosperity 
which has followed, the factories thus en- 
dowed with special bounties have waxed 
fat and have kicked, according to the 
statements contained in the resolutions 
just now adopted in the New-Jersey 
House. They have imported skilled labor. 
Whether employers, having secured their 
supply of imported labor, are opposed to 
further importations, or whether the na- 
tive and imported laboring element would 
invoke Congressional legislation for its 
protection, does not appear. In any case, 
the policy of protection, logically carried 
out, leads to the policy of exclusion, which 
the New-Jersey House of Representatives 
is now clamoring for. ‘‘ Presumably,” it 
is said, the protective tariff was enacted 
to insure high wages to American opera- 
tives and mechanics. Why, then, not pro- 
vide another tariff to keep out foreign 
laborers? The factories are protected; 
why not protect the factory hands? This 
is what is now needed in New-Jersey, 
where Protection isa kind of special provi- 
dence. 

In California, where the rudest class of 
labor has long been one of the chief needs 
of the country, Chinese cheap labor was 
found to be a serious obstacle to the rise 
and progress of the white laborer. Chinese 
labor was not only cheap, but it did not 
vote. It is complained in New-Jersey that 
the imported skilled labor sought to be in- 
troduced is ‘‘alien”; but it cannot be pre- 
tended that it cannot be naturalized, as the 
Chinese variety cannot be. It is natural, 
however, that people who see fabrics and 
raw materials loaded down with a tariff 
which renders their importation difficult 
and expensive should be anxious to 
protect themselves and their schemes 
by laying a heavy duty on men 
and women who come over here to work 
for aliving. Theshrewd New-Jerseyman, 
having put up barriers against the prod- 
uct, would now take the next step and 
shut out the producer. As regards the 
Chinese, the objections chiefly lay against 
the race, which is pagan, non-assimilable, 
and generally repulsive. Nevertheless, 
‘* protection” was the cry that carried the 
proscriptive bill through Congress. And 
any system of protection must needs in- 
clude the peculiar branch which the peo- 
ple of New-Jersey are now forcing upon 
the attention of Congress. The migration 
of foreigners must be forbidden, just as 
the importation of certain manufactured 
goods is practically forbidden. We must 
not only pay a bounty to the domestic 
blanket-maker, but the foreign blanket- 
maker must be warned off the premises. 


UTILIZING SISTERS. 


The West Philadelphia small-boy who 
launched his sister from the.second-story 
window equipped with a pair of wings 
and an open umbrella deserves a great 
deal of credit in spite of the failure of his 
experiment. 

There is a popular idea that the ordi- 
nary small-boy is lacking in caution. This 
is an error. The small-boy is pre-émi- 
nently cautious. Look for a moment at 
his attitude toward the parachute. It is 
one of the traditions of small-boyhood 
that any one can safely jump from the 
top of the church steeple if he holds 
an open umbrella in his hand. No 
boy doubts that this is _ strictly 
true, but where is the small-boy 
who has ever intrusted his neck 
to an umbrella parachute? Now and 
then a small-boy borrows an umbrella 
and in strict privacy tries the experiment 
of jumping from a fence with the um- 
brella in his hand, but the utmost urgency 
on the part of his comrades can never in- 
duce him to try the experiment from a 
second-story window. The small-boy is 
willing and anxious that others should in- 
cur great risks in almost any cause, but 
he is very slow to risk his own personal 
neck, 

There isnot the least doubt that the 
West Philadelphia small-boy firmly be- 
lieved that his sister, when buoyed up by 
an umbrella and provided with turkey’s 
wings, could fly. Indeed, he even now at- 
tributes her failure to accomplish any- 
thing except the fracture of her leg to her 
foolish omission to flap her wings. Still, 
with the caution characteristic of his 
kind, he himself did not try to fly. He is 
evidently an earnest student of science, 
and only those who are grossly ignorant 
of the characteristics of the small-boy 
will for a moment class him with reckless 
mischief-makers. 

The remarkable thing in connection 
withthe West Philadelphia small-boy’s ex- 
periment is the evidence which it affords 
that at least one small-boy has discovered 
that a sister can be made use of in scien- 
tific experiments. The utter and complete 
uselessness of young sisters has always 
been recognized as an axiomatic truth by 
small-boys. Now and then a grown-up 
sister has redeeming traits and is reason- 
ably useful in helping her brother to es- 
cape the paternal rod, but a younger sister 
has always been thought to be beneath no- 
tice If, however, sisters can be made 


researches, if they 
can be used in experiments like that tried 
by the West Philadelphia small-boy, they 
will suddenly acquire importance. It will 
be conceded in time that a sister may have 
some slight excuse for being, and that al- 
though she can never be taught to fight, 
to enjoy rat-killing, or to engage in any 
other really manly occupation, she may, 
in the hands of an able brother, be made 
useful up to a certain point. 

Hardly any one except a small-boy can 
appreciate the boldness displayed by the 
youthful West Philadelphian philosopher 
in utilizing a sister. It is a point of honor 
among small-boys to have no dealings with 
sisters, and the small-boy who remains at 
home to play with his sister is an object 
of great scorn and unanimous derision. 
Here, however, we have a small-boy who, 
careless of public juvenile opinion, under- 
took, in his own home, and in the com- 
pany of no one except his sister, an im- 
portant scientific experiment. His was 
the boldness of the true student of science. 
He was ready to accept, in his search after 
scientific truth, the assistance of even a 
very small sister. 

It is probable that if sisters should be 
used to any great extent as aids in inves- 
tigating the problems of juvenile science, 
the wear and tear and general waste of 
sisters would be very large. The small- 
boy attaches so little value to a sister 
that he cannot be expected to handle her 
with the utmost care. Still, sisters should 
be satisfied with the honor of these recog- 
nitions at the hands of small-boys, and 
should bear breakages and death with forti- 
tude sufficient to compel even asmall-boy’s 
admiration. 


GORDON, 


When the British Government, in the 
absence of any explicable policy as to 
Khartoum, hit on the expedient of sending 
Gorpon thither with a general authority 
to perform miracles, it was thought by 
Mr. GLADSTONE’S admirers that the Sou- 
dan problem had been successfully solved. 
Now, the great problem before the Gov- 
ernment is how to get GORDON out of 
Khartoum. So faras can be ascertained, 
GORDON has accomplished practically noth- 
ing. Itis true that asingle Englishman, 
opposed to the Mahdi and his fanatical 
hordes, could not very well have accom- 
plished anything, except by working mir- 
acles, but nevertheless the British Gov- 
ernment must be greatly disappointed at 
his failure. Heis now shut up in Khar- 
toum; the place is completely surrounded 
by the rebels, and it is very improbable 
that the False Prophet will raise the siege 
until he gets possession of the head of the 
only man who ventures to pose as his 
rival. 

England cannot abandon GoRDON, and 
yet he cannot be rescued unless an army 
is sent from Suakin to Khartoum. Such 
amarch could be made successfully only 
by Indian troops, and, even were the Cabi- 
net to make up its mind to act at once, it 
would be many weeks before an Indian 
army could reach Khartoum. Meanwhile, 
if Gorpon’s provisions fail, if his Egypt- 
ian troops prove faithless, or if the 
wild spearmen of the Mahdi storm the 
town, British opinion will hold Mr. GLap- 
STONE responsible not only for the loss of 
the Soudan but for the death of one of 
the most heroic men that the English race 
has yet produced. 





AN UNPOPULAR PEOPLE. 


Sunday was a bad day for Italians. 
There was a riot in Mulberry-street be- 
tween Italians and Irishmen, in which the 
latter were the aggressors, and the police 
arrested seven men—all Italians. There 
was also'afight in Elizabeth-street be- 
tween Italians and Irishmen, the latter 
having begun the attack with stones and 
the former defending themselves. This 
time the police arrested two men—both 
Italians. ‘ On Sunday night a gang of ruf- 
fians attacked a house in Jersey City, in- 
habited by Italians, and the police arrest 
ed two of the combatants—both Italians. 
Justice PowER, before whom the men ar- 
rested on Mulberry-street were brought, 
pertinently inquired why none but Italians 
were arrested, and, in discharging them, 
evidently regretted that he could not deal 
with the originators of the riot. 

Incidents of this kind ought to suggest 
to the Italians in this country the wisdom 
of becoming naturalized, acquiring the 
right to vote, and thus awakening an in- 
terest in the minds of politicians. At 
present, in a quarrel between Irishmen 
who vote and Italians who do not vote, 
the latter too often meet with the dis- 
approbation of the authorities. The 
Italian who is tried for murder and con- 
victed has very little chance for life com- 
pared with a naturalized citizen in a like 
predicament. There is at present lying in 
Raymond-Street Jail under sentence of 
death a Neapolitan whose friends claim 
that he could easily have shown that he 
committed the homicide for which he was 
sentenced in self-defense had it not been 
that the court interpreters, who were from 
the north of Italy, were incapable of under- 
standing the Neapolitan dialect, and hence 
could not correctly translate the testimony 
for the defense. Nevertheless, the man’s 
chance of obtaining a new trial is very 
slight. The condemned man is an Italian 
and of no use on election day, and he will 
probably expiate these faults with his life. 


The proposal of the German newspapers 
to pacify the Soudan by getting Turkey to 
occupy Suakin and the other western 
ports of the Red Sea is like trying to 
quench a fire with petroleum. Turkey 
oppressed Egypt, and Egypt rebelled. 
Egypt in her turn oppressed the Soudan, 
and the Soudan has rebelled. The bitter 
hatred with which the Afabs of the Upper 
Nile speak of everything Egyptian shows 
how deeply the iron has entered into their 
soul even during the few years since the 
Eastern Soudan was annexed. But to the 
true Arab the Turk is even more hateful 
than the Egyptian. Constantinople has 
usurped the political importance that once 
belonged to Mecca, and neither the sacred 
carpet nor the $150,000. sent yearly by the 
Sultan to the Holy City can conciliate his 
wrathful vassals. ‘‘We planted the 
dates,” say the old sheiks of Yemen and 
the Hedjaz, ‘‘ and the children of the Tar- 


tar have eaten them.” Under such cir- 
cumstances it is probable enough that the 
Sultan’s recent denuneiation of EL MaHDpI 
as an impostor will be more likely to help 
than to injure that troublesome person- 


age. 


There is grief and indignation among 
bicyclers and tricyclers over the edict ‘of the 
Park Commissioners excluding them from the 
Riverside driveway. The bicyclers made a gal- 
lant fight for the privilege of using the west 
drive of the Central Park and the Riverside 
Park. Finally, they were allowed concessions as 
to Riverside. But last week, just as they were 
beginning to enjoy the dry wheeling of the drive, 
the Park Commissioners issued an order that no 
tricycles should be allowed on the Riverside 
drive, and that only uniformed bicyclers 
should be permitted on the sacred ground. 
Presumably, the bicycler in uniform is a 
thing of beauty; he may cavort along 
the drive. The tricycle is used by ladies, 
elderly gentlemen, and persons of a habit too 
corpulent to be risked on a bicycle. The prohi- 
bition of the tricycle, therefore, seems to be pe- 
culiarly unreasonable, especially as the vehicle is 
far less likely to alarm horses than a bicycle. 
The tendency of the mind of the modern Park 
Commissioner is wholly in the direction of horses 
and horse-owners. The time will come when all 
thoroughfares and pleasure grounds will be given 
up to driving teams, and the humble footman or 
rider of broomstick, bicycle, or ‘‘ Shank’s mare” 
will have no rights which a horsey man is bound 


to respect. 
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The contagiousness or infectiousness of 
consumption was long pooh-poohed by thestrong- 
minded as resting on no better basis than nurses’ 
tales. It was not thought best that the healthy 
and consumptive should occupy the same bed, but 
at the same time this was done for convenience, 
although usually with some uneasiness. When 
KocH discovered the bacilli of tuberculosis, 
that is to say, the germs characteristic of con- 
sumption, he did much to confirm the old idea. 
But he was unable to decide whether those germs 
were the cause or the result of the disease. The 
British Medical Association has attacked the 
problem from the side of experience. It 
sought to discover exactly what basis there 
was for the idea that consumption was “ catch- 
ing.” For this purpose it issued a circular 
which elicited 1,078 replies; 673 were simply neg- 
ative in their character, making neither for nor 
against the theory; 39 were doubtful; 105 were 
distinctly adverse. But 261 affirmative replies 
revealed astonishing facts. In 192 cases the ob- 
servers reported that the disease passed between 
husband and wife, although in 130 it was dis- 
tinctly stated that there was no family history of 
the disease in the case of the partner who caught 
the disease. In one case a young man died after 
being nursed by his sister. She died, and so did 
her most intimate friend. The affectionate care 
and loving friendship were simply deadly. A 
lawyer caught the disease from his wife, and his 
servant from him; all died. A dress-maker died 
from consumption, and so within two years did 
three young apprentices. The case is not abso- 
lutely proved, but it is foolish if not fatal rash- 
ness to overlook such warning facts. 

SEAR Ee 

It is at this doubtful season of the year, when 
snow and cold yet threaten loweringly; when 
overcoats are neither out nor in; when the 
genial shad and the cheery swallow are laying 
their heads together and twittering their plans 
hopefully for their journey northward—it is 
at this doubtful season of the year that upon 
a mellow-mild day the windows are left un- 
closed, and lo! through the open casement 
the strains of “ Beautiful Emily” are wafted 
in upon us from the outer world beyond. 
And so do we know surely that Winter almost 
is ended and that Spring once more is at hand. 
True it is that, like the poor, the organ-grinder 
always is with us. Just as a few exceptionally 
hopeful blue-birds hang around their Northern 
homes all Winter long, so do a few organ-grind- 
ers brave also the Winter’s cold and remain 
visible during the entire chill season of the 
year. But these are the exceptions. The rule 
about organ-grinders is that they disappear about 
the beginning of December and do not turn up 
again in any considerable quantities until about 
the middle of March. Therefore itis that the 
early-returning ones, who come along “ Beauti- 
ful Emilying”’ in these late March days, rightly 
are regarded as the harbingers of Spring. Now, 
it isa curious fact that the whereabouts of the 
organ-grinder during this period of something 
more than a quarter of a yearis a sealed mys- 
tery. Like the reindeer returning from their 
Winter in the hidden fastnesses of the north, the 
organ-grinder comes out in the Spring-time from 
his hidden fastnesses plump and comfortable- 
looking. That he has been hibernating, there- 
fore, isimpossible. About him there is nothing 
of the mean, starved look that the bears have in 
the Spring. Further, it is not conceivable that 
an organ-grinder, no matter how direfully empty 
his stomach might be, would adopt the dreadful 
expedient of prolonging his life by sucking his 
own paws. He might eat the monkey and the 
strap of the organ; but suck his paws? Never! 
And as it thus is evident that the organ-grinder 
does not hibernate, we are thrown back upon 
the conviction that he must take a leaf out 
of the reindeer’s book and {retire to some mys- 
terious shelter akin to Simms’s Hole. What is to 
be noted now is the important and cheering fact 
that the strains of ** Beautiful Emily” once more 
are wafted abroad over the land, and so the glad 
certainty is established that Spring is here.

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ERIE A DEFENDANT. 


A SUIT IN WHICH JAY GOULD’S HAND IS 
APPARENT. 

Scranton, Penn., March 25.—A fierce 
legal battle was begun in the courts here to-day 
before Judge Seely, of Honesdale, for possession 
of 206 acres of coal land situated at the head of 
the Lackawanna Vallev, and said to be worth 
$300,000. The property, in 1874, was owned by 
the Erie Reilroad Company, which exists in 
this city under an alias as the Hillside Coal 
and Iron Company, and it was sold for 
taxes by the Treasurer of Luzerne County, the 


purchasers being Charles Foster, a member of the 
Luzerne Bar; Arnold Bertels,a private gentleman, 
and James Elwell, a surveyor. Subsequently, 
these gentlemen brought an ejectment against 
the Hillside Company, and their tax title so far 
as the papers are concerned appears to be per- 
fect. The suit_has developed a racy chapter in 
the history of Jay Gould’s manipulation in the 
affairs of the Erie Company, and to his adroit 
manipulation is due the present litigation. The 
contest for this valuable tract was made be- 
tween Orvin Whitmore and Jay Gould, 
as “Trustee.” on the 8lst of August, 1868. 
In this contract Gould agreed to recon- 
ve 160 acres of the surface back to 
Whitmore for farming purposes, reserving to 
himself all mining rights and all minerals in the 
prosersy. That contract ripened into a deed 
trom Whitmore to Jay Gould as “* Trustee,” on 
the 28th of September, 1868, and this was fol- 
lowed by another deed from Jay Gould and wife 
to the Glenwood or Hillside Coal Company, that 
being the local name of the Erie. Gould’s 
manipulation of the language of this deed in the 
effort to show that the property was his own and 
not the property of the Erie Company isa deft 
piece of conjuring. He says: 

* And though the said Jay Gould is described in the 
contract as * Trustee,’ the said conveyance was in- 
tended by the parties thereto, and was in fact an ab- 
solute purchase by, and conveyance to, the said Jay 
Gould in his own right.”’ 

Gould conveyed the property to the Glenwood 
Coal Company for $284,582. It was during the 
time the property was thus held that it was sold 
for taxes. Whether or not the company will be 
abie to show such a state of facts as 
will relieve it from the effect of that sale 
the present suit will determine. The trial, which 
was begun to-day, is likely to last all the week. 
The plaintiffs are represented by ex-Attorney- 
General Palmer, ex-Judge Garrick, M. Harding, 
and Alexander Farnum, of Wilkesbarre, and the 
defendants by Judge Jessup, of Montrose; E. N. 
Willard, and Everett Warren, of Scranton. The 
Erie Company is the real defendant, and the 
whole difficulty is the outgrowth of an attempt 
on the part of Jay Gould toclaimas hisown a 
Jarge estate, which, as shown by papers, he had 
purchased as a Trustee. 

It 1s said that when in obedience to enforced 
legal persuasion Gould found that he would be 
obliged to disgorge this, together with other 
valuable property belonging to the Erie which 
he tried to hold as his own, he kept his intention 
concealed and purchased largely of the stock of 
the Erie Company while it was at a low ebb, 
ne that an accession of $11,000,000 and up- 
ward of actual value to the company, which 
would accrue to it upon his transfer of its right- 
ful Fg mane would enhance the value of the 
stock the m@ément the transaction was completed. 
In this way he made a great strike and scooped 
in more than twice the value of the property 
conveyed. 


AFRAID OF THE RAILROADS. 


A VERY DISAPPOINTING TAX BILL SUB 
MITTED IN NEW-JERSEY. 

TRENTON, March 25.—The long-delayed 
report on the tax bills was presented to the Sen- 
ate to-day. The bill for the taxation of railroads 
and canals was a disappointment to those who 
have been foremost in urging reform in that 
matter. All the stern features that had 
been relied upon to bring the railroads 
with special exemptions to terms had 


been élimimated from it. Even the cljause 
forbidding railroads who refused to pay 
taxes under the bill from taking or acquiring 
any additional property had been modified so ag 
to provide that upon such future acquisitions as 
they may make, which they are not authorized 
by their “contracts” to make, they shall pay 
their taxes. The clause forbidding foreign cor- 
porations to operate leased linestin the State un- 
til they had surrendered their contracts has been 
wiped out entirely. i 
he new bill is regarded as an extremely mild 
and inoffensive attempt to bring the railroads ta 
terms. It does not subject them to full munici- 
pal tax, as provided by the bill devised by Gov. 
Abbett. It does not even exact tne 1% per cent. 
local tax imposed under the committee's original 
bill. It taxes the property of the roads, outside 
the road-bed and the franchises, 1 per cent. for 
city and county purposes, and the road-bed und 
tranchises one-half of 1 per cent. for State 
purposes. The tax is to be collected by the State 
and paid over to the several counties according 
to the quantity of railroad property in each. 
Jersey City now receives for ber own use | per 
cent. on the valuation of railroad property —out- 
side of the 10-acre termini. Under the new act 
the county takes the 1 per cent. local tax, and, 
atter deducting the one-half of 1 per cent. 
county tax, pays the other half over to the 
city, so that Jersey City will lose one-half 
of 1 per cent. of the amount she is 
now. receiving. Senator Brinkerhoff, one 
of the members of the committee, Was not 
satisfied with tho bill in the shape in which 
it had been reported, and he offered a series of 
amendments, the effect of which would be to 
impose the full municipal tex upon all the 
property of the railroad. of which one-half of 
per cent. would be paid to the State for State 
purposes. Senator Schenck, snother member of 
the.committee, said to Tae TIMEs'S correspond- 
ent this evening that the 1 per cent. rate for the 
municipal tax had been agreed Upon as one that 
would not invite the resistance of the railroads 
to the enforcement of the bill. It was best, he 
thought, to go slowly. The bill may pass the Sen- 
ate, but will meet strong opposition in the House.

aA NEW AND DIRECT LINE TO THE 
SOUTH. 

LETTING THE CONTRACTS FOR THE PROPOSED 

NEW-YORE, NORFOLK AND CHARLESTON 


LINE, 

*Purtipetprtra, March 25.—The Press will 
print the following tq-morrow: The contract 
for building the New-York, Norfolk and Charles- 
ton Railroad, and for the entire equipment, 
including rolling stock, has been let to the Caro- 
lina Construction Company. This company has 
sublet the contracts for buildingthe road-bed, 
grading, bridging, stations, round-houses, and 
work-shops to the American Contracting Com- 
pany, of New-York, forthe sum of $3,101,171 in 
bonds and stock of the railroad company. 

The New-York, Norfolk and Charleston Rail- 
way Company is chartered by the States of Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, and South Carolina for 
building a line beginning at either of the cities 
of Norfolk or Portsmouth, in Virginia, and ex- 
tending southward, through the States of 
Virginia, North Carolina, and South Carolina, to 
Charleston.a distance of 350 miles. The line will be 
part ofa through line from Boston and New-York, 
by way or Philadelphia, Wilmington, and the 
Delaware Peninsula Road. The Delaware Road is 
now being extended southward by the Pennsyl- 
vania Company to a point opposite the northern 
terminus of the New-York, Norfolk and Charles- 
ton line, and the two will connect through the 
waters of Hampton Roads and Norfolk Harbor. 
The 830 miles of air line from Norfolk to Charles- 
ton, by cutting out the existing triangular 
and circuitous lines, will effect a saving 
of 180 miles and seven hours in_ time 
between Boston, New-York, and Philadelphia 
in the North, and Charleston, Savannah, New- 
Orleans, and Mobile in the South. It is claimed 
for the new route, therefore, that it will com- 
mand the bulk of through passenger and freight 
traffic between the North and South. Connec- 
tions at Charleston with the Charleston and Sa- 
vannah Railroad will give it the most direct 
route for all Florida points. At Vermasses it will 
have connection with the Georgia Central to 
Shreveport, La.,and by the Texas Pacific through 
to San Francisco. s 

The surveyed and located line is said to show 
the lowest maximum grade of any railroad in 
the United States. The curves will be few, anda 
high rate of speed can therefore be combined 
with low cost of running. Fuel and water 
abound along the entire line. In Virginia the 
line passes through the rich agricultural country 
where market produce is raised, and the produce 
for Northern markets delivered at any station 
on the line before evening of one day will 
reach the markets of Philadelphia and New- 
York before daylight of tne next day. 
In North Carolina the line taps the best timber 
Jands of the State, and contracts for transporta- 
tion now agreed upon, it is claimed, insure for 
the next 20 years earnings sufficient to pay in- 
terest on bonds secured on 300 miles of road and 
dividends on stock to the same amount. The 
line also runs through the best cotton-producing 
counties in the State. The rivers crossed 
by the line. and which will prove important 
feeders. include the Chowan, Roanoke, Tar, and 
Cape Fear. On these streams great quantities of 
sotton, tobacco, Jumber, and naval stores are an- 
nually shipped. The railroads already construct- 
sdandcut by the new line are the Albemarle 
and Raleigh, the Wilmington and Weldon, the 
Midland North Carolina, the Wilmington, Colum- 
bia and Augusta, running from Wilmington, N. 
C., to Columbia, §. C., and Augusta, Ga.

THE CANADIAN ROADS. 
THE GRAND TRUNE’S LATEST MOVE—NEW 
ROAD ON THE NORTH SHORE, 

MonTREAL, March 25.—There is every in- 
dication that the arrangements of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company to carry on a public 
telegraph business in competition with the Great 
North-western Company, which has now the 
monopoly, will soon be completed and 
made known. It is stated that there is 
soon to be a change of policy on 
the part of the Grand Trunk relative 
to through passenger traffic from Western Can- 
ada to the United States. Under the present ar- 
rangements the road is neither a distinctively 
Buffalo route nor a Niagara Falls route, the lat- 
ter distinction being claimed by, and generally 
accorded,to the Michigan Central since the open- 
ing of the cantilever bridge across Niagara River, 
By reason of these circumstances it is said that 


the Grand Trunk proposes to ron all its through 
trains out of Buffalo over the International 
Bridge, instead of by way of Suspension —— 
employing that line for local trafficalone. By 
this movement the Grand Trunk will be placed 
on a par with the Lake Shore and made a Buf- 
falo route. The West Division Superintendent's 
ottice in Buffalo has been removed to Detroit, 
and all passenger conductors running are re- 
quested to move to Detroit before May 1. 

A company isapplying to the Dominion Parlia- 
ment for a charter for the Great Northern Rail- 
way, to run from Ottawa to Quebec. The road 
is to run at a distance of from 20 to 30 miles north 
of the North Shore Railway. The length of the 
road will be about 138 miles, and it isexpected that 
itcan be built atacost of about $20,000 per 
mile. The distance from Montreal to Quebec by 
this line will be 12 miles longer than by the North 
Shore, and from Quebec to Ottawa it will be 44 
miles shorter. It is proposed to construct 
2 line from the western’ terminal line 
of this railway to join the Ontario and 
Quebec Railway at Perth, thus_ giving 

uebec almust an air Jine to Toronto and thence 
to Chicago. The people of Quebec are contident 
that this scheme wil! procure them the terminus 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway and are also dis- 
cussing another scheme with the same object in 
view. This is the building of an entirely new 
direct line from Callendar Station, on Lake Ni- 

issine, to St. Raymond. It is claimed that only 
miles of new road would be required for this 
purpose, and that the,distance from Lake Nipis- 
sing to St. John, New-Brunswick, would then be 
only a trifie greater than the shortest possible 
line to Portland.

SETTLING WITH TRUSTEES. 
WHAT THE CHICAGO AND ALTON IS TO PAY 
MESSRS. TILDEN AND MEYER. 

Cxurcaco, March 25.—The suit of the Chi- 
cago and Alton Railroad Company against Sam- 
nel J. Tilden, Louis H. Meyer, and Adrian Iselin 
bas been finally disposed of by a decree entered 
to-day before Judge Drummond. The defend- 
ants are the survivors of six persons who were 
appointed Trustees in January, 1860, under 
an agreement made between certain bond- 
holders and creditors of the Chicago and Mis- 
sissippi Railroad and the Chicago and Alton. 
The case was referred some time ago to James 


Emott, of New-York, whose report and findings 
were to be conclusive. His report, on which the 
final decree is based, finds that the Trustees, more 
particularly Tildenand Meyer, in the discharge 
of their duties have rendered valuable services, 
for which they are entitled to compensation. 
The Referee holds that the Trustees were 
barred, on account of lapse of time, from 
claiming compensation tor services cov- 
ered by the bond assigned to them. They 
were, however, entitled to $4,089 each for coun- 
tersigning and certifying $4,089,000 of bonds, 
and $500 a yeareach from 1863 to 1875, inclusive, 
as Trustees of the sinking fund mortgage, with 
interest on their claims from January, 1876, to- 
gether with a counsel fee of $3,000 and $1,200 for 
clerk hire, making a total of $36,952. 

On this revort a decree was entered finding 
that there is due Tilden and Meyer $38,952 for all 
their services under the agreements of Jan. 10, 
1860, and Nov. 1, 1862, and that no other amount 
isducthem. They are to retain the $27,756 now 
in their hands in part payment, and the Chicago 
and Alton Road is to pay them the remainder 
within 10 days. The 17 first mortgage bonds for 
$1,000 each and the 26 income honds tor $500 each 
ot the Chicago and Alton, and all other papersand 
documents which are held by the Trustees, are to 
delivered up to the company. The Trustees are 
to declare in writing that ali the sinking fund 
and income bonds and 17 of the first mortgage 
bonds and al! coupons of the same have been 
canceled and the lien created for their payment 
discharged. Lastly, anindemnifying bond in the 
sum of $20,000 is to be given to the Trustees to 

rotect them against any claims of creditors 
under the agreemerts of 1860 and 1362.

PLUMMER’S EFFORTS TO SUBSTAN-

Testimony concerning the charge that

a professional was taken by a sub-committee of 
the Executive Committee of the National Ama- 
teur Athletic Association, at the Knickerbocker 
Cottage, last evening. Edward Plummer, a 


writer on sporting matters, who, with James 
Watson, had circulated a charge against Myers, 
was present with anumberof witnesses to throw 
light upon the affair.

Samuel J. Cornell, one of the managers of the 
Manhattan Club, was asked by the Chairman of 
the sub-committee if he knew any reason why 
he should have been mentioned by Mr. Plummer 
as knowing something of the charge in question. 
Mr. Plummer leaped to his feet. ** [Zprotest,”’ he 
shouted. “I never gave you Mr. Cornell’s name, 
Mr. Chairman.” 

“But you did, Mr. Plummer,” said Chairman 
Van Gambacht, decidedly. 

“TIT did not,” replied Mr. Plummer with increas- 
ing warmth. 

“TI have it right here in this origina) draft as 
you read the names to me,” persisted the Chair- 
man, shaking a paper in the air. 

“This is tough,” muttered Mr. Plummer, sub- 
siding into aseat. “This is bull-dozing a jury, 
this is !”’ 

Mr. Cornell then testified that so far as he 
knew none of Myers’s medals had been bought 
by the club, but that an unauthorized committee 
had purchased them from a man whose name he 
could not remember.

VIRTUAL DEFEAT OF THE MORRI- 
SON TARIFF BILL. 

THE CAUCUS RESOLVES THAT SOME KIND 
OF A BILL SHALL BE PASSED—MEM- 
BERS NOT BOUND TO DEFINITE ACTION. 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—The caucus of 

Democratic members of the House of Repre- 

sentatives on the Tariff bill was in session at the 

Capitol this evening from 8 o'clock until nearly 

midnight. Throughout most of the session the 

attendance was very large, there being only 10 

members absent, and they on account of 

sickness or detention from the city. 

Mr. Carlisle moved that the rules of 

the present Congress be adopted as 

the rules of the caucus, except that debate be 
carried on under the five-minute limitation for 
speeches. This was agreed to. It was also de- 
cided, before the business of the evening was 
entered upon, that future caucuses should 
be called upon the written request of 20 memhers. 

Mr. Morrison then stated the object of the cau- 
cus. He said it was for the purpose of coming to 
an understanding if possible on tariff legislation. 

Democratic members of the Ways and Means 

Committee who believed in a reduction of the 


war tariff had presented a measure on 
which they desired to have an expres- 
sion of opinion from the Democratic 
members of the House. It had been announced 
in the press, he said, that those who were not 
successful in controlling the organization of the 
House of Representatives would oppose any 
measure for reducing war taxes or the discus- 
sion of such measure by. this Congress. 
He stated that the war taxes derived 
from internal revenue, which at one 
time yielded the Government  $300,000,000 
a year, had been from time to time reduced, until 
only the revenue on tobacco, malt liquors, and 
distilled spirits remained. He said he did not be- 
lieve in any further reduction of the internal 
revenue as a matter of principle, but as a 
Democrat, desiring the harmony of his party, 
and for the sake of harmonizing the con- 
flicting views, he would agree to_ repeal 
the tobacco tax and to reduce the tax 
on brandy distilled from fruits, provided such 
repeal could be had in connection with the re- 
duction of Customs duties. For the purpose of 
testing the sense of the caucus Mr. Morrison 
said that he would offer a resolution, which he 
did, in effect providing that the Ways and Means 
Committee’s bin should be taken up, and that 
after a reasonable time for discussion ‘a bill” 
should be passed. 

Mr. Hopkins offered an amendment to the ef- 
fect that the action of the caucus should not be 
binding upon individual members. 

A long discussion followed the offering of the 
resolution, which was participated in by Messrs. 
Morrison, Eaton, Converse, Blackburn, Randall, 
Hopkins, King, Morse, Cabell, Reagan, Rose- 
crans, Tully, O'Neill of Missouri, McAdoo, Wil- 
son of West Virginia, Warren, Dorsheimer, 
Hutchins, Holman, Nicholls, Hardeman, Beach, 
Goriges of New-York, Adams of New-York, and 

and. 

Mr. Randall briefly counseled moderation and 
conciliation, and suggested unexcited confer- 
ence, with the view of agreeing upon some bill 
for which all the Democratic members could 
vote—a bill that would provide for a moderate 
reduction of Customs duties and at the same time 
for a partial reduction of internal revenue taxa- 
tion. As to making a tariff bill a subject of 
caucus action, in the sense of controlling 
members’ votes, he said it was contrary to Demo- 
cratic principles and contrary to the principles 
of representative government to attempt to 
bind any one ona great economic question and 
thus seekto compel a Representative to vote 
against the known opinions and interests of his 
constituents. 

Mr. Carlisle said he was desirous of having the 
caucus come to some agreement, if possible, on 
the reduction of the tariff. In order to do so and 
to secure such reduction he would agree to a re- 
peal of the tobacco tax and a!’ business connected 
with the sale of tobacco and toa reduction of the 
a on brandy distilled from fruits to 10 cents a 
gallon. 

Mr. Reagan and Mr. Holman urged harmony 
and opposed all efforts to bind the members of 
the party by any action of the caucus. Both de- 
clared that the action of the caucus should 
be regarded as merely persuasive. Several 
members announced emphatically that they 
were opposed to the Morrison bill, but 
the predominating sentiment was largely 
in favor of considering the bill and of agreeing 
to a measure that would receive the sanction of 
the House. Besides Mr. Randall, Messrs. Tully, 
of California, and Eaton, of Connecticut, opposed 
the measure. Mr. King, of Louisiana, offered a 
resolution, to the effect that a committee consist- 
ing of seven members of the Houseand six Sena- 
tors, be appointed, to consider and report at a 
future caucus on the pending proposition. The 
resolution was voted down. 

Mr. Morrison moved that Mr. Hopkins’s amend- 
ment be modified so as to provide that the action 
of the caucus should not be binding upon indi- 
viduals, except to such an extent as each member 
might feel influenced by the wishes of a majority 
of his associates. Thisamendment was adopted. He 
then called the previous — upon the Hop- 
kins amendment as modified, which was carried 
by a vote of 114 to 58. The resolution was then 
adopted by a yea and nay vote of 114 to 57. The 
following is the resolution as amended and 
adopted: 

Resolved, That the bill commonly known as the Mor- 
rison Tariff bill shall be taken up for consideration at 
the earliest practicable day and reasonable time for de- 
bate allowed thereon; and after such debate that a bill 
be passed for the reduction of duties and war 
tariff taxes; that the adoption of this resolution shall 
not be considered binding in controlling the individual 
action of Democrats, except tothe extent that each 
member may feel that he ought to be influenced by the 
expressed opinion of the majority of his associates. 

Mr. Carlisle then offered the following resolu- 
tion, which was adopted by a vote of $8 to 57: 

Resolved, That in order to reconcile conflicting 
opinions and to secure legislation reducing taxation, the 
plan for the reduction of taxes at the present session 
of Congress shall embrace a provision repealing all 
internal revenue taxes on tobacco, snuff, and cigars, 
and special taxes connected therewith, and also reduc- 
ing the tax on brandy distilled from fruits to 10 cents 
per gallon; provided, that such repeal and reduction 
shall not be made except in connection with a reduc- 
tion of tariff duties. 

About midnight the caucus adjourned. The 
largeness of the vote against considering 
the Morrison bill was a subject of much 
comment after the adjournment of the 
caucus. The opponents of the bill assert 
unhesitatingly that the 57 Democratic votes cast 
to-night against the caucus resolution, together 
with the nearly sohd Republican vote in the 
House, will certainly defeat the bill whenever it 
comes up for action. Three other Democratic 
members, namely, Messrs. Fiedler and Ferrell, 
of New-Jersey, and Hoblitzeli, of Maryland, 
who were not present at the caucus to-night, 
are known to be opposed to the bill, thus mak- 
ing, it is claimed, 6) Democratic votes against 
the measure, although not more than 35 or 40 
have heretofore been thus reckoned in the cur- 
rent estimates. 
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THE COLOR LINE IN GEORGIA. 


SESE 
WHITE REPUBLICANS MOVING FOR A CON- 
VENTION OF THEIR OWN. 

ATLANTA, March 25.—For four years there 
has been an estrangement between the white 
and colored wings of the Republican Party in 
Georgia growing out of the election of a negro— 
W. A. Pledger—to the Chairmanship of the 
State Central Committee. This developed 


into a movement for the_ establishment 
of a white man’s Republican Party, headed by 
Jonatban Norcross, the last Republican candi- 
date for Governor of Georgia. He has always 
been known as a Radical in politics, and his 
new-born hostility toward colored people 
caused a sensation. For a while the mat- 
ter slumbered until it was thought to have 
been forgotten. A large number of white Re- 
publicans gathered in Atlanta a few days ago, 
but their meeting attracted no unusual atten- 
tion. To-day, however, the object of that 
meeting was made public by the appearance of a 
circular calling a convention of white Republi- 
cans to meetjin Atlanta on April 8 to devise means 
for banding white men together against certain 
political tricksters. The circular concludes by 
saying that among other objects the convention 
will take such political action as at the time may 
seem advisable, thus holding in reserve some ul- 
terior purpose. Two names signed to this call 
attract special attention, those of the Hon. J. C. 
Freeman: and Gen. Longstreet, United States 
Marshai for Georgia. Freeman will be remem- 

as the Congressman who is_ re- 
sponsible for the appointment of Flipper 
to West Point. Why he should now tire 
of negroes after such an actisa problem. Gen. 
Longstreet’s action can only be explained by 
a belief in the prevailing opinion that 
President Arthur has promisea a Mar- 
shalship to Bryant, thus takin away 
whatever interest Longstreet might have 
in his favor. It is supposed that the White con- 
vention, in the contingency of obnoxious action 
on the part of the regular convention, would 
undertake to claim itself to be the real repre- 
sentative organization.

ROSS RAYMOND BEY WANTED, | 
purser inci a 
REAPPEARANCE OF A SUCCESSFUL SWIN- 


DLER ON TWO CONTINENTS. 


Mr. Ross Raymond, a journalist who had 
a somewhat pyrotechnic career in this country 
several years ago, has bobbed up serenely in 
Paris as the perpetrator of what is described as 
one of the “most extraordinary swindles ever 
practiced upon a hotel-keeper” of that city. Mr. 
Ebensperg, the proprietor of the Hotel Splen- 
dide, at No. 49 Avenue de l’Opera, received a 
telegram from Lyons early in March an- 


nouncing the arnval of Raymond Bey and 
family there, and asking that  apart- 
ments be reserved for him. Another dispatch 
was received later stating that his Excellency 
would come on alone to Paris, asa member of 
his family was ill. On Saturday, March 8, Ray- 
mond a. appeared at the hotel, with a very small 
supply of luggage. He announced that he was 
cha with a very important political mission, 
and that extensive preparations must be made 
to receive his guests, who were connected 
with the European embassies. That same even- 
ing a gentleman wearing a fez dined with Ray- 
mond Bey, and at the dinner, which was pro- 
longed until a late hour, the menu was elaborate 
and the wines of the choicest. He afterward in- 
formed Mr. Ebensperg that his guest was the 
secretary of the ex-Khédive, Ismail Pasha, who 
was to dine with him the next evening. 

On Sunday Raymond Bey secured a loan of 
500f. from the hotel-keeper to pay the balance on 
a watch he intended to ne phn the ex-Khé- 
dive, on the plea that the banks were closed. He 
gave the most minute directions for the dinner 
at which the ex-Khédive was to be present, and 
then left the hotel. Everything was in readiness 
at the hourappointed, at8 P. M. Among the other 
preparations, Oriental perfumes had been burned 
upon the staircase, in anticipation of the imperial 
visitor. The only gee who appeared, however, 
was Dr. Nachtel, the well-known American phy - 
sician resident in Paris, who had accep an 
invitation in a professional capacity, Raymond 
Bey having appctetet him — physician to 
his family. The failure of the host to return 
convinced the hotel proprietor that he had been 
the victim of a swindler, and the dinner was soon 
cleared off and the police informed of the occur- 
rence. The only clue left by the alleged Bey was 
acard of the Mutual Life Insurance yomqeny. 
on which was: ‘Charles H. Raymond, New-York 
General Agent.” His unpaid hotel bill was 900f. 
—not including the 500f. he borrowed. 

A dispatch in the Paris Morning News of March 
12 states that the impostor passed himseif off at 
Lyons as Ross Raymond, son of Henry J. Ray- 
mond, and a correspondent of leading papers of 
this country and England. On these representa- 
tions he obtained a loan from the United States 
Consul at Marseilles and £50 from B. F. Peixotto, 
the Consul at Lyons. 

Raymond was a reporter of the Herald in this 
city for several years,and atter he was dis- 
charged from that journal he obtained money 
from a number of persons on account of his sup- 
posed connection with it. He wasa fair news- 

aper man, and wrote a sloppy novel called “ No 
ggards We,” which had something of a sale. 
He was obliged to leave this country early in 
1882, when his dishonesty was discovered, and 
since then he has lived by his wits in Europe. 
He is noconnection of Henry J. Raymond, and 
he came to this city from the West.

GEORGE WHITMAN DANIELSON. 

George Whitman Danielson, editor of 
the Providence Journal, died iast night at Provi- 
dence, R. I., of paralysis, in the fifty-fifth year 
of hisage.

Press, and in 1863 — an interest in the Pro- 
vidence Daily Journal, He was a most successful 
managing editor and a sharp political writer.

THE BROKEN LEVEES. 


GREAT DESTITUTION ALONG THE MISSISSIPPI 
VALLEY. 


New-Or.Eans, La., March 25.—A special 
dispatch to the Picayune from Baton Rouge 
says: ‘Gov. McEnery telegraphed to-day from 
Natchitoches, La., instructing his private secre- 
tary to wire the Secretary of War and the Louis- 
iana Congressmen that the laboring population 
will require rations in amounts the same as in 
1882. He says the distress will be great, and urges 
prompt action. The river has fallen 2% inches, 
and is now 2 inches below the rise of 1874. 
The protection levees in West Baton Rouge 
Parish along the Bayou Gros Tete and Fordoche 
remain intact, the waters from the Mississippi 
crevasses not yet affecting them. Urgent de- 
mands forlumber, sacks, and implements used 


in protecting levees are received daily from 
points below the mouth of the Red River. Fair 
weather to-day and the decline in the river in- 
spire a hope of saving the other levees.” 

A special to the Vimes-Democrat from Vicks- 
burg, Miss., says: “ The river here to-day is on a 
stand and is two inches above the high-water 
mark of 1882. Rain fell tothe depth of half an 
inch this morning.” <A letter from Point 
Pleasant, Tensas Parish, La.. says: “Our 

ople are now suffering from one of 

he most disastrous overflows that has ever 
visited this section, Our citizens have been 
struggling night and day to prevent the break- 
ing of the levees, but in vain. They are now all 
gone. No earth-work constructed asleveescould 
stand the pressure. Stock is being moved and 
families are seeking higher places. This portion 
unfortunately has no hills, and most of the peo- 
le and stock have to go to the Mississippi side 
or safety.” 

Judge Cordill arrived from below this morn- 
ing and says the water is now all over Concor- 
dia, Tensas, and the southern portion of Madison 
Parishes, and is inches higher thanin 1882. 
News from the Yazoo and Tallahatchie Rivers 
shows that a considerable decline has occurred 
from Sharkey’s down to Yazoo City. The Sun- 
flower River is also reported as falling. 

A Morgan City dispatch to the Picayune says:

WASHINGTON, March 25.—A letter was 
sent to the House to-day by the Secretary of 
War in response to the resolution adopted 
March 5,in which he was requested to furnish 
the House with information of the progress of 
the floods in the Valley of the Mississippi. The 
Secretary says that from official reports received 
yy, him it appears that the floods in the Mississippi 

alley from the neighborhood of Vicksburg down 
to New-Orleans are now higher than the highest 
point reachedin the year 1882,and that large 
numbers of ople have, by the overflowing of 
agricultural districts, been unable to help them- 
selves. In accordance with the request contained 
in the resolution, he suggests that, if it be the 
pleasure of Congress to authorize the distribution 
of subsistence supplies to those rendered 
destitute by the floods, he, in the first 
instance, be authorized to expend for that pur- 
pose an amount not exceeding $125,000, out of 
the unexpended balance of the sums appropri- 
ated forthe relief of those rendered destitute by 
the floods of the Ohio River and its tributaries.

A MOTHER-IN-LAW BLAMED 


VANDERBILT ALLENS STORY OF 
HIS BROKEN HOUSEHOLD. ° 
&@N AFFIDAVIT TELLING HOW HIS TROUBLES 
' BEGAN, HOW HE TRIED TO SECURE A 
RECONCILIATION, AND WHY HE FAILED. 
In reply tothe application of his wife, 
Edith, for alimony, pending her suit for a limited 
divorce from him, Vanderbilt Allen has madea 
remarkable affidavit that was presented to Judge 
Lawrence, in Supreme Court, Chambers, yes- 
terday, by his counsel, Robert Sewell. On Mon- 
day Ira Shafer charged that the date ofa letter 
embodied in Mr. Allen’s affidavit had been changed 
for the purpose of making the court believe that 
the letter was written after Mrs. Allen began her 
suit, and was, therefore, from its terms of en- 
fearment, a virtual condonation of his alleged 
acts of cruelty. This charge was met by! Mr. 
Sewell yesterday with an affidavit made by Will- 
iam A. Wolff, the attorney who has had special 
charge of Mr. Allen’s side of the case. Mr. Wolff 
averred that the proper date of the letter re- 
ferred to, addressed to “ Dear Van,” was “ Dec. 
14, 1882,” and that it was converted into Dec. 4, 
1883, by a clerical error. 
The affidavit of Mr. Allen tells all about his 
life with the plaintiff from its beginning, in De- 
cember, 1880, and lays the origin of his marital 


woes at the door of his mother-in-law. He says 
that he went to live in Philadelphia and main- 
tained a fine establishment there because his 
wife wished him to do so. As his wife’s health 
was delicate, he brought her mother to live with 
her for a time, although the old lady had endeav- 
ored to poison his wife’s mind against him with 
lies, because she nated him for refusing to let her 
manage his household. Inspired by her mother, 
his wife had induced him to send away from his 
home a faithful old woman who had been the 
nurse of his first wife from childhood, who was 
devoted to his interests, and who died of a broken 
heart after he sent her away, although he main- 
tained her until her death. He continues: 

“After I went to Philadelphia to reside I engaged 
somewhat extensively in stock speculations. In the 
Fall and Winter of 1881 I met with very serious losses, 
}o much so that in the Spring of 1882 1 was financiaily 
embarrassed, and consequently was compelled to cur- 
tail my expenses. At that time i was trying to make 
arrangements to go into business in New-York, and 
wanted to move to thatcity. My wife, however, was 
very anxious to go to Cape May. so that she could 
be with ber mother, who was there. I respected her 
wishes, as was cieretofore and thereafter my invaria- 
ble custom.” 

In October they came to New-York, and they 
went to live with an aunt of Mrs. Alien at Har- 
lem, after, says Mr. Allen, a distinct understand- 
ing that he could not, and she must not expect 
him to, dine a home every cvening, or sume 
nights to go home xt all, for reasons thus ex- 
plained: 

“In January, 1888, I became a member of the firm of 
Bunker, Allen & Co., stock brokers, and my business 
wus such that 1 was compelled to remain in the city in 
the evening among our customers to look and pro- 
tet. * ° py: the Winter of 1882-3 my wife 
said she would like to have her mother come on from 
Philadeiphia and stop with her for a while, and, on ac- 
count of the ill-feeling between her mother and =I. 
self, desired me to stay with my sister whi 
she was here, which I did. Her mother remained a 
week or 10 days. On or about the 25th day of Febru- 
ary. 1883, in the course of conversation, my wife said: 
*L hate you; I hate you,’ and in various ways expressed 
an unreasoning and wholly groundless hatred for me, 
whereupon I put on Py hat and overcoat and went out 
of the house. * * * I had no intention of remaining 
away for more thanafew days. * * * Onthesame 
day i sent my wife a note, in which I said that, as she 
bad several times insuited me, 1 would go to my sister's 
and give her an opportunity to apologwe. * * * 
About the 15th of February, 1883, while we were living 
together peacefully and happily, I learned that my wife 
had in heremploy a privace detective, whose business 
it was to dog my footsteps constantly. This detective 
was kept on my track more or less from that time till 
i few months since.” 

On March 5 Mr. Allen wrote to his wife, stating 
that he hoped she would not allow herself to be 
hastily advised; that the future of their daugh- 
ver should be considered, and suggesting a meet- 
ing, when they could talk over matters. He 
continues: 

“I received no answer to this letter. On March6I 
went to Harlem, where I saw and had an interview 
with my wife. I talked to her kindly and tried to effect 
2 reconciliation. When I left she seemed satisfied that 
she had acted hastily and without cause, * * * and 
auid if I would simply give her a statement of 
my interview with a certain lady everything 
would beallright. * * * Itold herthat for certain 
reasons (which I fully exginined) I could not continue 
her brother in my office. She begged of me not to dis- 
miss him, but I told her that I must do so. After think- 
ing the matter over in theafternoon, however, I sent 
her a note saying 1 would overlook her brother's 
treachery. The messenger brought back the following 
noie: 

“* DEAR VAN: Since I saw you Ihave come to this 
unbiased decision, that a Referee must be appointed to 
decide this trouble of Ours. I must select the one. 
Then, when all is clear, I will gladly come back to you. 
Yours, with love, EDITH.’” 

Onthe jth of March he received the following 
letter: 

DEAR VAN: I think it unnecessary to have a Ref- 
eree. If you will send me a statement in regard to your 
meetings with —— from Feb. 14 to Murch 8, 1883, when 
and where they took place, and who was present, 
which will satisfy me of your innocence, that will suf- 
fice. * * * I shall expect this statement within five 
days or shall take such steps in regard to a separation 
ag my counsel may advise. Now, Van, prove yourself, 
as I think you can, an honorable man, and I shail be so 
happy. Yours, with love, EDITH. 

In reply to the second letter Mr. Allen wrote 
as follows: 

“I have prepared the statement and can accompany 
it with proofs which must be perfectly satisfactory to 
you. * * * Jam not willing to have these papers go 
out of my hands when there is a possibility of their get- 
ting into the possession of a mun such as is now advis- 
ing you. am perfectly ready to put them 
in the hands of Mr. Robert Sewell, or Mr. 
Choate, or any _ first-class responsible lawyer 
or gentleman, 1 don't care who he may be. * * * I 
am anxious to do anything to settle the matter—not 
that I have any fear of the result, but for the sake of 
. yon and the affection I have for you. * * * You 

now in your heart how you love meand my affection 
for you, and forthe sakeof that love I want ~ to 
know how deceived aud mistaken you are, and I will, 
as I havesaid, give you every proof. Then, when that 
is done quietly and without scandal, you will be at lib- 
erty to commence any acilon you may see fit.” 

Mrs. Allen’s lawyer, Samuel G. Adams, in- 
formed Mr. Allen on March 8 that she had no 
answer to make to it “‘at present.”” On March 9 
Mr. Allen says he ascertained that his wife had 
aed to Philadelphia, leaving his daughter 

arie alone in the Harlem boarding-house. Me 
avers that he never abandoned his wife and 
never intended to abandon her; that when he 
left the Harlem boarding-house, on Feb. 25, 
1888, because his wife had told him she hated 
him, he took uway only the clothing he wore, 
and that he paid the board of his tamilv up to 
March 20, 1883. Hesays: 

“SWhen I saw my wife on the 6th of March I told her 
that I had come back to stay. She saidthat I could 
pot and must not come back, or words to that effect. 
At all events, she would not permit me toreturn. On 
the 8th of March, 1883, the plaintiff, voluntarily and 
without cause or justification, left my and d. 
She departed without my knowledge or consent.” 

Mr. Allen says that he and his brother-in-law 
and mother for him endeavored, by letter, to 
induce his wife to return, but she did not answer 
their letters. Mr. Allen denies that he was in the 
habit of drinking to excess and that he ever 
threatened to kick his wife out of bed. He as- 
serts that the trouble between him and his wife 
would have been composed but for the interven- 
tion of Lawyer Samuel G. Adams, whom he 
charges with having employed a woman to lure 
him, if she could, into a questionable situation. 
The statements of Mr. Allen are corroborated in 
affidavits made by a large number of his friends 
and acquaintances. Judge Lawrence took the 
papers and reserved his decision.

THE TARRYTOWN POST OFFICE. 

The question whether the Tarrytown 
Post Office is to be “ on the hill” or “‘under the 
hill,” a subject that has greatly agitated the citi- 
zens of that place recently, seems likely to be de- 


vided soon. Inspector Newcomb visited the town 
_— on Monday to hear argument on both sides. 
ere had been <p pny a committee of three 
by the up-hill folk, and a like committee by the 
down-bill ple, to argue the question. The up- 
bill committee was composed of Lucius T. Yale, 
J. 8S. Millard, and John Rockwell, and their op- 
ponents were D. Ogden Bradley, Seth Bird, and 
{. D. Raymond, the Postmaster. ' The Post Office 
is now situated.about half way up the long hill 
leading to the village, in a place where only 
about two teams can stand at a time. Being at 
a bend in the road, two teams have, on separate 
occasions, driven almost through 1t, being un- 
able to stop in time. It has mn gradually 
etting nearer the station, or under the hill, since 
ts first establishment on Broadway. It is said 
that the proper place for it is near the station, the 
telegraph office, the bank, and the powepapet 
office, all of which are under the hill. The In- 
spector, after hearing the arguments on both 
sides, said he would render his decision in about 
10 days. The office, in any event, is to be moved 
from its present place. 


THE HEALTH EXHIBITION IN LONDON. 

A communication was received by the 
Board ot Health yesterday from the Department 
of State, forwarding a request from the Duke of 
Buckingham tnat the Health Department of this 


city should be represented at the International 
Health Exhibition in the city of London, in May, 
and also at the International Sanitary Seneren, 
in the same city, in June.

SHOT BY HER INSANE HUSBAND. 
—_—~.— 
THE MADMAN THEN SENDS TWO BULLETS 
INTO HIS OWN HEAD. ? 

» Two men, clad only in their night robes, 
engaged in a fierce struggle yesterday morning 
in a room on the second floor of a frame house 
just opposite the Gates-avenue car stables, 
Brooklyn. Both were covered with blood, and 
one of them was a raving lunatic. The mad- 
man’s name was George Russell, and he had just 
shot his wife and put two bullets through his 
own head, when his son-in-law, J. R. Hanley, 
rushed into the room, and the struggle com- 
menced. Disease and long suffering had weak- 
ened Russell, while Hanley was young and mus- 
cular, but insanity lent strength to the weaker 
man, and the fight, while it lasted, was fierce. 

It was about 5 o'clock in the morning when 
Hanley, who slept on the floor below, heard a 


shot, followed in rapid succession by two other 
shots. Without waiting to dress he rushed up 
stairs and into his father-in-law’s room. Russell 
was standing at the foot of the bed and the blood 
was pouring in great streams over his night 
clothing. The wild ee in his eyesshowed Han- 
ley that he stood in the presence of a madman, 
and the next instant they grappled. The cries of 
the men as they struggled for the possession of 
the pistol which Russell held in his hand attract- 
ed the attention of some stable helpers, who in 
turn summoned the police. Officers O’Brien and 
ye go of the Ninth Sub-precinct, ran hurriedly 

the house, and Hanley thus reinforced soon 
bad Russel] under subjection. When Dr. Wood, 
who lives near by, was summoned, he pro- 
nounced Russell's wounds to be of a fatal char- 
acter. Mrs. Russell had a bullet hole in the left 
side of her head. The doctor said that the ball 
was between the scalp and the skull, and that 
the wound was not likely to result seriously. 

Russell soon Japsed into a state of semi-con- 
sciousness, and nothing definite concerning the 
shooting could be obtained from him. Mrs. 
Russell, when questioned by a Dunn, said: 
ca! really couldn't tell you how it happened. [I 
was asleep when it occurred. Something awak- 
ened me, and when I turned over I felt a pain in 
my head and something wet on my face. I put 
up my hand and when I drew it back saw it 
was covered with blood. I looked toward the 
other side of the bed and saw that it was 
vacant. Just then I heard a_ shot, and 
when I looked toward the foot of the bed 
saw my husband standing there. He had a pistol 
in his hand and he fired another shot right after 
the first. I heard some one come up stairs and I 
put cy under the bed covering and lay still 
until the struggle between my husband and son- 
in-law was over. I knew nothing about having 
been shot until I found the blood. It must have 
been done while I was asleep, and probably I was 
awakened by the report.” 

Mrs. Russell said further that her husband had 
been out of his mind for many months, but, al- 
though he was at times very irritable and jeal- 
ous, she never thought he was dangerous. They 
had nine children, she said, a)l of whom were in 
the house at the time of theshooting. Theoldest 
daughter was marrieda year ago to J. R. Han- 
ley, a young engineer in the West, and she, with 
her husband, had come to Brooklyn on a visit to 
her parents. Russell is only 44 years of age. 
Some three years ago he became incapacitated 
tor work by a severe attack of rheumatism, 
and since that time his mind has been failing. 
His wife, in order to support the large a 
had taken boarders, and it was one of Russell’s 
disordered fancies thatshe had been too intimate 
with some of the men in the house. The arrival 
of his daughter and her husband from the West 
on Monday morning had apparently rendered him 
quite cheerful, but in the afternoon he became 
morose again. He retired with his wife at ll 
o’clock, but had no words with her, and there 
was nothing in his manner to lead her to believe 
that he contemplated doing her any violence. 

The wounded man was en to St. Mary’s Hos- 

ital. In the right side of his head, about three 

nches above the ear, was a bullet-hole, and two 
inches toward the back of the head was another. 
The doctors then pronounced his recovery im- 
possible. Russell was not in the habit of carry- 
ing a pistol,and must have purchased the weapon 
with which he shot himself and his wife within a 
few days. He was a window-shade maker, and 
when able to work earned good wages.

A MAN TORN TO PIECES.

MANGLED BEYOND RECOGNITION ON THE 
ELEVATED ROAD. 

As one of the Third-avenue elevated 
railroad trains arrived at Hanover-square station 
at 12:25 Monday night Engineer C. Hopton in- 
formed the gateman that the train had passed 
over something which he thought must have 
been a cat. Two employes immediately went 


down the track and discovered traces of blood 
between Old and Coenties slips,extending about 
150 feet. They called to Officer John Murphy, 
whom they saw below in the street, and he told 
them that there was a mass of clothing lying just 
below where they were standing. “But it’s no 
cat,” he said, turning over the object; “it’s a 
man.”’ Lanterns were procured and the employes 
found that itwas the body of a man, horribly 
mutilated and past identification, that had fallen 
from the track. It was found necessary to use a 
shovel in order to collect the remains, which 
were carried to the New-street station-house and 
afterward to the Morgue. 

The face of the man was entirely destroyed, 
and it was only just possible to ascertain that he 
had dark brown hair and a somewhat lighter 
mustache. He wore a threadbare diagonal coat, 
brown trousers,and a gingham shirt. His un- 
derclothes were of white cotton, and he had 
woolen socks and laced gaiters. A red handker- 
chief was the only article found about his per- 
son. There were traces of mud on one of the 
iron supports between Old and Coenties slips, 
and itis conjectured that the man climbed up 
this pillar to the track, either to obtain a free 
ride or with intent to commit suicide. No rail- 
road officer remembcred having seen a man 
wearing clothes like those of the dead man enter 
the station. ‘*‘ Nothing is easier than climbing 
on to the track,” it was said at the office of the 
road yesterday. ‘** We have detected several per- 
sons attempting to do so. They get up just a few 

ards below a station, and then walk up the 

rack and board the next train. This was un- 
doubtedly the case with the deceased. Of course, 
he may have committed suicide.’”’ The man was 
not one of the employes of the road.

Capt. McCullagh, hearing of the arrest, went to 
the court, and was permitted to take Brady be- 
fore the Police Commissioners as a witness 
against the officer. Brady swore that he met the 
girl in front of the police station in the custody 
of Officer Slattery, and that he handed her 
$5, which she subsequently, as he _ believes, 
gave to the policeman, who released her. 
He asserted that the charge on which 
Slattery had had him arrested was false. His 
evidence was partially corroborated by a friend. 
This witness did not see any money pass be- 
tween the policeman and the girl, but he 
was present when the officer allowed his prisoner 
to depart at the Eighteenth-street station of the 
elevated railroad. The accused policeman at- 
tempted to prove an alibi by his brother and 
two acquaintances, who swore that at the time 
that he was charged with having arrested the 
girl he was at home and in bed.
